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- ROT OF LIGHTNING 
AND RAIN OVER ClTY 


Bolts Start Many Fires, Which 
Downpour Extinguishes. 


FLAGPOLES FALL TO STREET 


Street Cleaners in Metal Carts Are In- 
jured by Electricity—Tammany 
Hall Struck—Record Half 
Hour Rainfall. 


The lightning which marked the terrific 
storm that passed over this city early yes- 
terday afternoon struck many places in 
and about New York, causing ‘ires which 
in most cases were extinguished by the 
accompanying torrents of rain. As the 
storm passed northward over Manhat- 
tan Island it left in its wake splintered 
flagpoles and buildings blackened by smoke. 
Awnings were down in streets all over the 
city, and asany stores lost their plate glass 


windows through the onslaughts of the 


wind and rain. 

A feedwire on the Third Avenue Elevated 
road was hit, causing a tie-up of the line. 
The lights in the City Hall were extin- 
guished, making it impossible to carry on 
any business during the storm, and in the 
Stock Exchange so much water leaked 
into the cellar that all of the availaole mes- 
sengers of the Western Union Telegraph 


Company were employed to bajl it out to 


prevent its reaching the wires and inier- 
rupting the service. All over the city the 
telephone gervice practically at a 
standstill, and many persons who answered 
their ‘phones while the storm raged re- 
ceived shocks which knocked them off their 


feet. 
Besides being a record breaker in the 


number of places struck by lightning, the 
storm established new figures for the 
amount of rainfall. Since the establish- 
ment of the Weather Bureau no other 
storm has been noted which equaled the 
figures for the downpour of yesterday dur- 
ing the thirty minutes from 2:03 to 2:83 
o'clock. In that period the register marked 
1.16 inches. The nearest approach ever 
made to it was on Aug. 24, 1901, when in 
thirty-seven minutes 1.29 inches of rain fell. 
, Af 8 o'clock yesterday morning, although 
the thermometer registered only 
grees, there was 92 per cent. of humidity 
in the air. As the morning advanced the 
thermomeier steadily rose, while the per- 
centage Of humid!tv fell, until at 1 o'clock 
in the afternoon the hottest period of the 
day was recorded.. Then the mercury stood 
at & degrees. j 
Great black clouds rolled up from the 
south soon after 1 o’clock. In the distance 
bright flashes of lightning could be seen. 
At the same time, from across the North 
River, another storm gradually worked in 
the direction of the city. The clouds in it 
were neither so black nor so heavy as those 
in the storm from the south, 
one striking Manhattan would have been 
enough to satisfy the admirers of thunder- 
storms. Toward 2 o’clock the two cloud 
banks met just over lower Manhattan, with 
a flashing of lightning und a roaring of 
thunder. Then, with a rush of wind anda 
downpour’of rain, the storm started on its 
damaging course over New York. 


The Record Rainfall. 


During the storm the thermometer held 
at 78 degrees, after having dropped 12 de- 
grees in forty minutes, while the wind 
from the south swept along at from thirty 
to fifty miles an hour. The rain began to 
fall at 2:01 o'clock. Two minutes later ; 
was falting in sheets. From 2:10 to 2:20 
o'clock .58 inches fell, meking an average 
of 3.48 an hour. At 3:33 o’clock the rain 
was over. At that time 1.56 inches had 
fallen. " 

Several hundred Italian laberers were at 
work excavating for the subway. After the 
rain had poured into the ditch for ten 
minutes every man had to leave, afraid of 
being drowned. All of the water from the 
streets about the Battery poured into the 
excavation and made of it a pool several 
feet deep. 

On the harbor pilots and skippers were 
closed in by the rain as by blankets. So 
thick was the rain that it was impossible 
to see a full ship’s length along the water. 
Ferryboats which had started from their 
Blips only to be shut in by the rain, groped 
about for their slips as in a fog. Many 
excursion boats were in the harbor during 
the storm, and almost without exception 
laid to until it was safe to navigate again. 

On shore the storm had not been raging 
for ten minutes before the gutters were 
overflowing, and cellars in consequence 
were flooded. The sewers could not carry 
off the water, 
ankle deep. At the height of the storm the 
electric surface cars down town stopped 
running because the wacer which 
flowed into the slot cut off the power. 
Many persons had taken refuge in the cars, 
but the flimsy curtains afforded slight pro- 
tection. 

The rain blocked the Broadway cars for 
more than half an hour below Murray 
Street switch, cars being lined upon both 
tracks as far as South Ferry without power 
and their lights extinguished. The trouble, 
which started about 5 o’clock, was caused 
by the flooding of the channel 
ground. 

One queer freak of lightning was in the 
office building at 35-37 Broad Street, just 
below the Broad Exchange skyscraper. 
bolt struck a wire of the Bankers and Brok- 

rs’ Messenger Service, which passes over 
the roof of the building, and ran down 
between walls into the office of W. H. 
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COIN PASSER FIGHTS. 


Secret Service Men Got Him—Football 
Tackle Keeps Him. 


The police and the Secret Service men had 
a fight of the real sort last evening with 
Alfred Santorelli, a young barber of 177 
West Fourth Street, who was arrested with 
Pasquale Savorani, a waiter of the same 


address, for passing counterfeit coin. After 
the arrests the Secret Service men raided 
a room which had been occupied by the 
prisoners, and they say that they found 
there a complete counterfeiting outfit. 

Secret Service Agents Callahan, Holmes, 
Kinke, Sauter, and Henry follewed the two 
Italians about for some time last evening. 
They say that they passed a lot of coun- 
terfeit quarters in that time. 

About 8 o’clock Savorani entered a saloon 
at Waverley Place and Sixth Avenue, his 
companion -waiting outside. The Secret 
Service men decided to arrest them at that 
ttme. Henry and Sauter watched Santo- 
rel! while Callahan, Holmes, and Kinke 
went into the saloon. They say they saw 
Savorani order a glass of beer and pay for 
it with a quarter. Callahan stepped for- 
ward and placed the man under arrest, and 
the other men secured the coin and the 
name of the bartender. 

In the meantime a signal had been given 
and Santorelli was pleced under arrest by 
Sauter and Henry. Henry clapped a pair 
of handcuffs “about the Italian's right 
wrist, but hardly had it fastened when the 
prisoner, using powerful strength, wrenched 
his arm free, badly cutting his wrist in 
doing so. He then ran east toward Wash- 
ington Square Park. 

A band concert was being given there 
and the park was crowded. Sartorelli 
reached the place first, and as he entered 
the crowd scattered a handful of quarters. 
Many people picked them up as souvenirs. 
Henry, fearing the man would escape in 
the crowd, fired his revolver twice in the 
air. There were fifteen policemen on duty 
in the park under command of Roundsman 
Blount. Hearing the shot they surrounded 
one portion of the crowd where the people 
were moving rapidly to escape the fugitive, 
who was swinging his arms about wildly. 
This action on the part of Sartorelli at- 
tracted the attention of Roundsman Blount 
and Policeman Cowan, and they seized the 
man. Sartorelli fought Mke a demon and 
the policemen used their clubs freely on 
him. 

Sauter and Henry finally got their hand- 
cuffs on the man, and one on each side 
they started him for the Mercer Street Po- 
lice Station. He fought all the way there. 
At the station the men on reserve vrere 
called out to help guard the prisoner. Sav- 
orani had already arrived when Santorelli 
was brought in. Savorani’s pedigree was 
taken first and he was led back to a cell. 
Sartorelli had meanwhile been very quiet, 
and the handcuffs were taken from his 
wrists, and the vigilance was slightly re- 
laxed. 

At that moment the Italian made a brea-, 
got away, and started as if for the Cap- 
tain’s room. He turned aside, however, 
and darted out the door. 

Acting Captain Powers was coming#tin at 
the «moment. The Italian saw him, and, 
ducking down, made a dive like a footbal) 
half back going through, the centre, '’ on 
the last down.” Powers proved equal to 
the oceasion. He stepped aside, and as 
the Italian went by made a flying tackle 
that would do eredit to any college grid- 
iron. Two seconds later twelve bluecoais 
and five Secret Service men were on. the 
prisoner's back. 


TROLLEY CAR ‘KILLS WOMAN. 


Mrs. Mead Got Off One Brooklyn Car 
and Another Struck Her. 


Mrs. James B. Mead of Cross River, West- 
chester County, was killed by a Hamilton 
Avenue trolley car at Fifty-fourth Street 
and Third Avenue, Brooklyn, last right. 
Mrs. Mead was returning from a trip to 
Coney Island, and had just alighted from 
one car and was in the act of crossing the 
north-bound track when another Hamilton 
Avenue car came along. She was caught 
by the fender and thrown under the car. 

The identification of the woman was due 
to a card found in,her pocket in which 
she asked that should any accident befall 
her, James D. Walnsley of 18 Putnam 
Avenue be notified. Mr. Walnsley was sent 
for, and on his arrival at the scene of the 
accident confirmed the identification. The 
ear that ran over Mrs. Mead was lifted 
from the track by fifty men and her body 
removed. 


HEAD DOWN BETWEEN CARS. 


Young Man Bumped Along for Ten Miles 
—Will Live.

PLAINFIELD, Aug. 1.—Knocked uncon- 
scious by projections rising above the 
track level, George Hardie, twenty-three 
years old, of Elizabeth, was found hang- 
ing with his head downward between two 
coal cars of a train on the Central Rail- 
road of New Jersey yesterday afternoon 
near Fanwood. The young man had been 
in that position since the train pulled out 
from Elizabeth, ten miles.away. When the 
train was brought to a standstill,.a brake- 
man extricated the young man,-and he was 
brought to this city, his head and face cut 
in a dozen places. 

Dr. Charles Lufborrow, who dressed the 
wounds before the young man was taken to 
Elizabeth, said that he would recover.

Court Appoints. Commission to 
Condemn Property Needed. 


BILL VETOED 


HAD BEEN 


Senator Grady, Peter J. Dooling, and 
Thomas Byrnes, All Tammany Men, 
Are the Commissioners. 


Without comment, Justice McCall, in the 
Supreme Court, yesterda y, handed down the 
names of three men he had appointed mem+ 
bers of a commission to condemn city and 


tate property which the Consolidated Gas 
Company wants for carrying out its plans 
to make gas in Astoria and send it to Man- 
hattan by pipe line. The Commissioners are 
Senator Thomas F, Grady, Peter J. Dooling, 
and Thomas Byrnes, all prominent in the af- 
fairs of Tammany Hall. The naming of 
this commission means that the Consoll- 
dated Gas Company is to have a new gas 
tunnel under the East River, and that in 
future Manhattan gas will be manufactured 
on Long Island, where taxes on gas planis 
are lower. 

The tunneling of the East River for gas 
purposes ‘was figured out by .the officials 
of the Consolidated Gas Company long be- 
fore they sent the Remsen Gas bill to the 
Legislature, It was known that the gas 
combine paid taxes on more than $50,000,000 
worth of property in Manhattan, and when 
the proposition wa3 made to move all the 
gas plants to Astoria, some organized 
bodies of citizens of Manhattan suggested 
that the gas combine wanted to escape 
the Tax Collector. In every move that the 
gas combine made the name of the East 
River Gas Company of Long Island ap- 
peared prominently. 

eit was suggested at the time by the op- 
ponents of the measure that the Remsen 
bill would furnish, a basis for acknowledg- 
ing that all the Fas companies were merged. 
It also was suggested that there might be 
in the bill some danger to the city. When 
the Mayor signed the bill he filed a memo- 
randum with it saying that no one had 
pointed out to him such a danger and that 
he had been unable to find ground for the 
suspicion. 

Gov. Odell, in vetoing the bill, explained 
that he looked upon the measure with sus- 
picion and believed that it was rushed 
through the Legislature for the purpose of 
prolonging the life of some of the fran- 
chises of gas cémpanies which the Consoli- 
dated had acquired. It was said at the 
time that the measure was aimed to pro- 
long the life ‘of the franchise of*the Hast 
Riv@r Gas Company, but no one pointed 
out the particular reason for prolonging 
the life of this franchise. 

When the bill was killed, however, the 
East River Gas Company, acting under a 
special act of the Legislature, passed in 
1898, applied to Justice McCall, in the Su- 
preme Court, for permission to build a new 
gus tunnel under the East River and for 
the appofntment’ of -a-commisgien. te, co 
demn any city or State property that the 
company might require for the building of 
ite tunnel. Lawyers for the East River 
Gas Company’ argued that the proposed 
tunnel was a public necessity. In opposing 
the appointment of the commission, State 
Deputy Attorney General Collins argued 
that the law of 1893 under which the East 
River Gas Company sought to obtain tun- 
nel rights was unconstitutional. Justice 
McCall said that he would reserve decision 
in the case, and nothing more was heard of 
it until yesterday, when he named the 
commission. 

The East River Gas Company of Long 
Island, which has succeeded in having this 
commission appointed, is the successor of 
the Empire Gas Company, which obtained 
its charter in the old Tweed days. It ob- 
tained this charter thirty-three years ago, 
so under the law it has but seventeen 
years more to run. The commission ap- 
pointed yesterday will give the company 
title to land under water and under Ward's 
Island. The tunnel will extend from Law- 
rence Point, Astoria, to the foot of East 
One Hundred and Tenth Street, Manhattan, 


IT DIDN’T GO “HIGHER UP.” 


Asbury Park Hotel Keepers Swindled 
Out of “Protection” Money. 


ASBURY PARK, N. J., Aug. 1.—Edward 
J. Hanley and Albert C. Minzer of this 
place were arrested to-night charged with 
obtaining money from several local hotel 
keepers by promising them {mmunity from 
interference by thé county authorities for 
iiquor selling. They represented. the money 
was to go “higher up,” mentioning the 
name of Mayor Ten Broeck, County Urose- 
cutor Stok2s, and Judge Hendrickson. 

The prisoners were arraigned before Jus- 
tice John A. Borden and held under bail. 
They admitted that the men whose narhes 
they used knew nothing of the matter. 
They had obtained a check from George 
Ward, proprietor of the Commercial Hotel. 
Mrs. Frost of the Lafayette Hotel sent her 
check direct to Mayor Ten Broeck. That 
started an investigation and led to the ex- 
posure of the swindle. 


COAL STRIKE DANGER PAST.

SCRANTON, Aug. 1—The Executive 
Board of the United Mine Workers, District 
No. 1, held a ten-hour session to-day and 
adjourned until to-morrow. Although Dis- 
trict President Nicholls declined to make 
any statement, it seerns assured that there 
will be no strike. Neither the mine workers 
nor operators desire one at present, and it 
seems rather a question for the mine- 


workers to devise some modus operandi 
whereby the differences can be overcome. 
They will probably refer the disputes to the 
vessee locals with a request to vate on 

roposition which is now under consider- 
at on. President Nicholls said he would 
issue a statement to-morrow. 

The period of idleness is already on in the 
Schuylkill and Wyoming coal regions. In 
the former territory it is estimated that 
60,000 men are idle, and in the latter be- 
tween 15,000 and 20,000. °

ROCKEFELLER’S LIGHT FAILS. 


Standard, Oil Man’s Pocantico Hill's 
Plant Costs Too Much.

TARRYTOWN-ON-HUDSON, Aug. 1.— 
After spending $10,000 in money and much 
of his time in experimenting, John D. 
Rockefeller has decided that the operation 
of a private electric light plant is a failure. 
To-day. he signed a contract with the local 
lighting company to light his estate of 
5,000 acres at Pocantico Hills. As soon as 
the new service is in operation the private 
plant will be for sale at a bargain price. 

It requires about 800 large incandescen:‘ 
lights to light the mansion, grounds, and 
private park, and they will be installed at 
once. Mr. Rockefeller put.in a private 
lighting plant about a year ago, when he 
thought that his bills were becoming too 
lerge. The dyntmos were set up_in one 
end of the barn. After operating a short 
time he discovered that the new system 
was costing more than ‘the electricity 
tormerly supplied by the lighting company. 
There was also the constant danger of 
burning the barns, which cost about $.06,- 
Ov0.

Boat Bumped Tug. 


SCRAPED ANOTHER TUGBOAT

All Happened on Way from Foot of East 
Twenty-fourth Street to Corsair, 


Two Blocks Up River.

J. Pierpont Morgan's daily trip in his 
fifteen-foot launch from the New York 
Yacht Club station at the foot of East 
Twenty-fourth Street to his yacht Corsair, 
which is anchored off the foot of Kast 
Twenty-sixth Street, was more exciting 
yesterday than usual, In the launch with 
Mr. Morgan was J. Beavor Webb, the 
naval architect, who designed the hand- 
some Corsair. A mate and a sailor from the 
yacht were in charge of the launch: Mr. 
Morgan for several weeks has been sleep- 
ing on board his yacht, and has with him 


several guests. Mr. Morgan arrrived at 
the foot of Twenty-fourth Street shortly 
after 6 q’clock last evening. The men board- 
ed the launch at once and started for the 
Corsair, 

In the vicinity of the Twenty-third Street 
Ferry slip two large dredges. are at work, 
and yesterday there was a high tide and a 
swift current. As the launch shot from the 
end of the pier the tug Charles W. Runyan, 
which was towing a disabled launch, about 
thirty feet long, was going slowly down the 
river. As Mr. Morgan's launch neared. the 
tug something went wrong: with the 
launch’s machinery. It swerved toward 
the tug and bumped into it hard. 

Mr. Morgan, who was in the stern of ‘the 
launch, grabbed tHe tiller ropes and suc- 
ceeded in getting his launch away from the 
tug. In doing so, though, he steered the 
launch into a floating derrick which was 
moored at the dock at Twenty-fourth Street. 

The launch was going slowly and the 
boat was not injured. The water, however, 
at this point was very rough and the light 
eraft listed considerably, shipping a foot 
of water. The sailors bailed the water out 
and the launch started again for the Cor- 
sair. 

When they had gone about fifty feet the 
tide carried the launch into the tug Ria 
Heddes, which had in tow the floating 
hospital boat No..2 of the St. John’s Guild, 
The launch only scraped the tug, and the 
mate got clear in a few moments. As the 
launch headed on its course toward the 
yacht Mr. Morgan exclaimed: “‘ For Heav- 
en’s sake, let us get out of here.’

Nearly 1,000 shots were fired during the 
battle. In Carr’s pockets were 100 shotgun 


shells and 100 revolver cartridges, while in 
his room were a rifle and two other reé- 
volvers. : 

The first signs of Carr’s insanity came 
when he quietly stepped behind Chris Hart- 
man, an entire stranger, and shot him 
through the head. After which, standing 
over the dying man, he emptied his revolv- 
er into his body, 

Screaming and shouting, Carr then rushed 
to his ‘hotel and entered and barricaded his 
door. Ten minutes later, when the police 
arrived and demanded admittance, Carr be- 
gan firing through the door and wounded 
Chief Schoonoveryjn the shoulder. Schoon- 
over fell down stairs and was picked up 
by. the crowd that had begun to assemble. 

Policeman Ingram, who was with Schoon- 

over, returned Carr’s fire through the door 
as long as his cartridges held out, and then 
took refuge in an adjoining room, while 
Carr came out and ran up and down the 
hotel corridors, shouting and shooting. 
’ Returning to his room, Carr secured his 
shotgun and began firing from the window 
into the crowd. Here several were wound- 
ed before they could get out of range. Then 
he dashed from the hotel and charged the 
crowd. Immediately he was the target for 
200 men, but had almost driven them from 
the street when Ingram faced him and 
shot him down. 

Carr is wounded in twelve places, but, 
unless he dies before morning, will be 
lynched. He is said to have been a co- 
caine user. 


“LYNCH HIM!” SHOUTED MOB. 


Pursued Negro in Seventh Avenue Until 
Police intervened. 


Benjamin Jasper, a negro, who says he 
is a shipping clerk, was dhased down Sev- 
enth Avenue last night, the mob at his 
heels yelling, ‘“‘ Lynch him!” and “ Kill 
him! ’’ When at last the negro was stopped 
and protected by a policeman he was so 
frightened that he had to be assisted to 
stand. 

Jasper, it was said, was half intoxicated

Road. 

Thero !s a road leading north from Simou- 
Cheng which strikes the Feng-wang-Cheng 
—Liao-Yang Road west of Yanzalin. If Si- 
mou-Chehg should be forced, a rapid ad- 
vance along this road would pocket the 
First Siberian Army Corps, which has lost 
its commander, Lieut. Gen. Count Keller, 
who was killed by a shell on the 29th. 


The report received from Tokio late to- 
night that Simou-Cheng had actually been 
forced did not become generally known. 
The General Staff remained in session until 
almost 2 A. M., and on adjournment it was 
stated that nothing beyond the day’s offi- 
cial dispatches had been received. It is 
thus impossible to confirm or deny. the 
Tokio report, but if it is true, as pointed 
out in \the foregoing, it leaves the Russian 
forces in an exceedingly serious position. 

May Make Another Stand. 

Lacking definite information, and if the 
Russian formation has not been broken by 
the capture of Simou-Cheng, the authorities 
here say that if Kuropatkin accepts a gen- 
eral engagement they believe. it will occur 
near An-shan-Chen, half way between Hal- 
Cheng and Liao-Yang, in which case the 
Hai-Cheng force will fall back thither and 
the Simou-Cheng force under Gen. Mits- 
chenko along the northward road to Yan- 
zalin, which already fortified with a 
view to such a contingency. 

Yanzalin would then become the ad- 


vanced position for An-Shan Chen, the 
natural strength of which is shown by the 
fact that it was the only position the Chi- 
nese successfully defended against the 
Japanese. It is possible that if Simou- 
Cheng is evacuated it may be in pursuance 
of the above plan, and it is also possible 
in this case that Gen. Stakelberg may get 
away north,,but in any case his retreat, 
‘with Oku hanging to his rear, must be a 
difficult operation, even with the railway 
to help him. 

Gen. Kuropatkin’s reports of to-day only 
carried the fighting up to Sunday night, 
when the Russians had been driven from 
the left flank of the Simou-Cheng position. 
The Russians had repelled several attacks 
and one bayonet charge in which there was 
desperate hand-to-hand fighting at Kangwa 
Heights. Elsewhere the Russians are re- 
ported to be holding their own. 


No Estimate of Losses. 


Gen. Kuropatkin’s reports gave no figures 
of the last two days’ fighting.. The main 
portion of the .attack seems to have been 
by the artillery, the favorite arm. of the 
Japanese. : 

There was the greatest hope’ of further 
news from Russian sources regarding the 
progress of to-day’s battle. Crowds. hung 
around the bulletin boards until 2 o’clock 
this*‘morning and finally dispersed, dis- 
appointed. ; 

The only real news of the day’s results 
Was contained in tl brief dispatch to The 
Associated Press from Hai-Cheng, filed 
there at 5:45 o’clock in the afternoon, say- 
ing that an artillery duel had raged all 
day along the entire front, but that the 
Russians. at nightfall continued to hold 
their positions.

ALL-DAY ARTILLERY DUEL. 


Russians Repel Furious Bayonet 
Charges on Kangwa Heights. 


HAI-CHENG, Aug. 1—5:45 P. M.—An ar- 
tillery duel raged all day along the whole 
front, but the Russians held their posi- 
tions. 

The Japanese on Saturday attacked the 
heights of Kangwa Pass, the right of the 
Russian position at Simou-Cheng. Under 
cover of their artillery the Japanese in- 
fantry charged, but the Russian guns 
drove them back in confusion and silenced 
two of their batteries.. The Russian losses 
were slight. 

Between Hai-Cheng and Tashi-Chao, the 
same day, there was a long distance artil- 
lery duel, which had little efect. A single 
shell burst over a Russian gun, killing two 
and wounding eleven gunners. 


Desperate Night Attack. 


On Saturday night the Japanese made a 
desperate assault on Kangwa Heights with 
the bayonet, and a hand-to-hand fight en- 
sued, but the Japanese were again re- 
pulsed, fleeing down the hill in confusion. 
,_The Japanese are said to have employed 
their customary trick while advancing of 
shouting in Russian: ‘‘ Don't fire, we are 
friends!” 

The Japanese renewed the attack at day- 
light yesterday, training all their guns on 
Kangwa Heights. BY 6 o’clock the fight 
had developed along the whole front of 
fourteen miles, and was especially hot 
against Gen. Mistchenko. The Russian ar- 
tillery did magnificently, several times 
forcing the Japanese batteries to shift 
their positions. 

The Russians are holding all their posi- 
tions at the hour when this dispatch is sent 
from Haicheng. 

The heat is almost unbearable and is 
trying to the fighting men, but even while 
marching under the blazing stin and weight- 
ed down by accoutrements and ammunition, 
often without food or drink all day, the 
men try to be cheerful and sing songs while 
grim work is in progress.

PETERSBURG, Aug. 2.—The Govern- 
ment has issued an official announcement 
of the release of the steamer Malacca, 
wnich was seized in the Red Sea by the 
Russian Volunteer Fleet cruisers.

The 
creation of a responsible Ministry would 
also necessarily mean more rreedom of the 
press and more criticism:

Curb Brokers Filed. 


All through the lower part of the finan- 
cial district céllars were flooded, and a lot 
of basement brokers in the coffee district 
in lower Wall Street had their usual ex- 
perience of being driven out of their of- 
fices. In New Street a water pipe broke 
in the rear of the Stock Exchange build- 
ing and flooded a couple of rooms in the 
basement. The curb market went out of 
business. 

Fire alarms were sounded every few 
minutés in the various districts as the 
storm moved up over the city. Wherever 
the lightning struck the blue flame would 
curl about for a minute, and some of those 
who witnessed the freaks of the lightning, 
thinking that a fire had started, ran to the 
nearest fire alarm box and pulled the lever. 

Flagpoles on the north and south ends 
of the Federal Building were struck by a 
bolt, the electrical current having divided. 
The pole at the Broadway end was deeply 
scarred and began to blaze at its base. 
The heavy downpour of the rain quenched 
the blaze. The flag on the pole and the 
halyards were unharmed. The pole at the 
Mail Street end was deeply scarred near 
the top, but the flag there was not harmed. 

At the time the lightning hit the Post 
Office fifteen painters and carpenters were 
working under the mansard roof. All of 
them were shocked. Harry Harrison, fore- 
man of the painters, had started to turn on 
the electric Iights, because of the darkness 
accompanying the storm, when the build- 
ing was struck. He was felled, and it was 
some minutes before he regained conscious- 
ness. 

Continuing up town, the storm knocked 
down flagpoles, exposed signs, and awn- 
ings. On the roof of the seventeen-story 
Broadway-Chambers Building, at 277 
Broadway, was a flagpole about ninety feet 
in height and weighing almost a ton. 
When one of the flashes hit that pole it 
turned a good part of the wood into frag- 
ments like toothpicks and Jeft the rest ina 
dangerous condition. 


Struck Tammany Hall. 


The big flagpole on Tammany Hall lost 
about three feet of its length and the big 
wooden ball at its top when a flash of 
lightning struck it. The ball and part of 
the pole fell just in front of Tom Sharkey’s 
saloon. 

The prize-fighter ran into the street and 
picked up the ball and pole and ‘carried it 
into hts saloon. He said that it just matched 
the pole which he already had in his place, 
which was struck from Tammany Hall in a 
similar manner about one year ago. Shark- 
ey said that it was a‘sign of gool luck for 
the. Democratic ticket. 

Thomas Farley of 626 East Fourteenth 

Street, an empoye.of the Street Cleaning 
Department, was driving a metal cart at 
Avenue D and Fifth Street, when the ve- 
hicle was struck by lightning. Farley was 
thrown to the street with a ‘broken leg, and 
was rendered unconscious. He was taken 
ts Bellevue Hospital. . 
») Charlies Sharpley of 200 Avenue C, also an 
employe of the Street Gleaning Depart- 
ment, was driving a metal cart at Fifth 
@treet and Avenue B, when it was struck 
by- lightning. His left Jeg was also broken 
and his body was badly burned. He was 
picked up and put in the same ambulance, 
and Dr. Holcombe said his condition was 
even more serious than that of Farley. 

The big fifty-five-foot flagpole on the 
Flatiron Building was so shattered by a 
bolt of lightning that in the wreck of ‘it 
there. was -not a piece to be found more 
than a few feet in length. The pole stood 
on the extreme point df the building on the 
Twenty-third Street corner, at a height of 
almost 300 feet above the street. Police- 
man Patrick J. Purcell of the Broadway 
Squad was helping a woman to the gide- 
walk from a surface car when the crash 
came. He realized that the lightning had 
struck in the immediate neighborhood, and 
instinctively looked up. He saw a large 
piece of the pole falling directly toward the 
woman and himself. Being 6 feet 4 inches 
in height, he held up his left arm over the 
woman’s head. The portion of the pole 
struck against his rubber-coated sleeve and 
grazed his hand. His hand was slightly 
cut. The woman'was badly frightened and 
nearly collapsed. This portion of the pole 
was three feet in length. . 

A larger portion of the pole fell on the 
other side of the building, narrowly missing 
thé ornamental lights on the Isle of Safety. 
Still a third portion, four feet in length, 
was blown by the wind against the orna- 
mental clock in front of the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel, nearly a block away. Other smaller 
pieces of the pole fell on street cars, 
wagons, and carriages that were caught in 
the storm. 


Splinters at $x Each. 


The portion of the flagpole that was 
splintered and fell to the street was about 
15 feet in length. After the storm had sub. 
sided newsboys gathered the fragments 
and sold them to relic hunters for from 50 
cents to $1 each. Patrolman Purcell, who 
‘was struck with the three-foot piece, wag 
offered $5 for it, but he gave it to Su- 
perintendent Davis, with instructions to 
“ frame "’ it. 

An open conduit containing telephone 
wires running into the Waldorf-Astotia 
was flooded, and the telephone service of 
the hotel cut out for about two hours, 

In Third Avenue, between Fifty-first and 
Fifty-second Streets, the lightning struck 
the feed wire on the elevated system and 
tied up the system: For almost fifty feet 
the blue and pink flames curled and ran 
along the metal. Women in the cars be- 
eame terrifiei and demanded to be allowed 
to leave the trains. The guards had their 
hands full quieting everybody, gpd ae soon 
as possible they permitted passengers to 
get off.

In the height of the rtorm at Manhattan 
Beach Joseph Hanlon, the life guard at the 
bathing pavilion, cnd James Donnely et- 
fected the rescue of two men who were 
caught in a small boat out on the open 
water in front of the Manhattan Beach 
Hotel.

For the fourth time within the past two 
years-lightning struck the flagpole on the 
Clymer Street Police Station, Williamsburg. 
The electric current reached the telephone 
wires, and Sergt. Cocheu, who was behind 
the desk, and Hugh Reynolds, who was at 
the telephone desk, were both stunned, 
while Capt. Holihan, who was in his room, 
and several policemen on reserve also suf- 
fered from shock. 

A bolt of lightning seemed temporarily to 
blind Henry Johnson, motorman of a 
Broadway car in Brooklyn, at McDougall 
Street. He failed to see the flagman’s sig- 
nal to stop and he caused his car to crash 
with terrific force into another car of the 
same line coming from the opposite direc- 
tion. Half a dozen passengers were in- 
jured, of whom four required the attend- 
ance of an ambulance surgeon from the 
Bushwick Central Hospital.

LIGHTNING. CAUSES BIG FIRE. 


Smith & Co.’s Varnish Works in Long 
Island City Destroyed. 


Lightning struck the Varnish works of 
Smith Co., in Fourth Street, near West 
Avenue, Long Island City, yesterday, and 
five minutes later the entire place was 
blazing, while the workmen had fled. The 
bolt struck at 2:45 o’clock, and it was 5 
o’clock before the fire was under control. 
Meanwhile the great column of black smoke 
rose high in the air and floated northward 
and across the East River and over Harlem, 

For a time it looked as if the fire would 
spread in all directions, and thé occupants 
of several rows of’tenements in the vicin- 
ity hastily left their homes. The flames 
shot a hundred feet .nto the air and occa- 
gionally swept down through the street. At 
one timesthey leaped half a, block to the 
offices and stables of the Long Island Rail- 
road Express at Fourth and Front Streets, 
These were badly damaged. 

A dozen times the flames menaced the big 
varnish works of Calman & Co. adjoining, 
but the firemen beat them back. The Cal- 
man works once befére withstood a half 
day of fire because of a solid twenty-two 
inch fire wall. A similar wall on the othér 
side yesterday saved the plant again. The 
roof Was badly damaged, however. 

Chief Lally on reaching the fire sounded 
a third alarm, and followed that with six 
special cails. The combined effect was to 
centre all the engines in Long Island City 
and Astoria at the fire and to bring seveh 
from Brooklyn. Added to these were the 
two fireboats, the Hewitt and the Strong, 
which, when they set to work, furnished 
the firemen with the water they could not 
pump froin the street mains. The engines 
had to seek water from the river also. ‘The 
effect ‘of two engines pumping on any 
available main seemed to. be to suck it 
dry within five minutes. It was the fire- 
boats that saved the day. 

Chief Lally estimated the loss at from 
$50,000 to $70,000.

Chicago Packers Say 2,000 Strik- 
ers Have Returned to: Work. 


2,000 MOB POLICE STATION 


Rioters, Angered When Strike Breaker 
Shoots Union Man, Attack Police 
—Fierce Fight Follows. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 1.—This was a busy day 
with the packers. With increased forces 
of skilled workers and their operating de- 
partments more thoroughly equipped than 
at any time since the beginning of the 
strike, the employers took a firm grip.on 
the machinery of their affairs, and as @ re- 
sult the stockyards took on the old hum 
of activity to a great extent. 

More than 78,000 head of live stock were 
received to-day. This is an increase of 
59,000 head over the receipts on the corre- 
sponding day last week. Such an enormous 
amount of live stock would,under normal 
conditions have had a depressing effect on 
the market, and to-day when the train- 
loads of animals began to pour into the 
yards, stockmen and traders feared a panic, 
but it did not occur. Prices were lowered 
sharply, but the fact that the market held 
80 well as it did seemed to prove that the 
packers are prepared to increase their out- 
put. 

Rioters stoned the Deering Street Police 
Station late to-night, and for a quarter of 
an hour the police battled with the crowd 
of 2,000 men and women as it charged the 
station repeatedly with sticks and stones, 
shouting vengeance against the police. 

The trouble started when the police went 
to the assistance of Frank Castellano, a 
strike breaker employed in the stockyards, 
who had been dragged from a street car and 
severely beaten. Before they could reach 
Castellano he had fired four shots from a 
revolver at his assailants. One of the bul- 
lets took effect in John Sheehan’s arm. 
*The mob, already in an angry mood, be- 
came infuriated when they saw that their 
companion had been shot. At least a hun- 
dred men made a rush for Castellano, but 
he was rescued by the police. The police 
station was only two blocks away, and 
Castellano was hustled there for safety. 

Seeing that their intended victim had es- 
capetd, the Moters tried to wreck the sta- 
tion. Stones and bricks by the hundred 
were hurled. at the buiiding, and all the 
windows were broken. Charge after 
charge was made by the police, and the 
rioters were driven back only by the stren- 
uous use of clubs. 4 

Nearly a dozen times the police sallied 
forth and charged the crowd with clubs be- 
fore the rioters were dispersed. In one of 
these charges three policemen were in- 
jured with bricks. At least fifty rioters 
were cut about the head in the hand-to- 
hand conflicts with the police before they 
finally became subdued, 

Further proof of the assertions of the 
packers that the difficulties of the strike 
are being overcome was furnished by the 
shipment of 500 carloads of fresh meats 
trom the stock yards. Of this number, 400 
cars were loaded and shipped by the firms 
affected by the strike. These shipments 
were consigned to all parts of the world, 
eighty carloads being billed to Boston for 
export. These shipments followed 280 car- 
loads of meat sent out by the packers on 
Saturday and represent only a part of the 
business that is going on in spite of, the 
strike. . 

“As near-as could be estimated to-night, 
859 union -mien of thé various tradés on 
strike returned to work during the day. 
Many were skilled. workers. The packers 
say to-day’s desertions make the total 
number of strikers who have returned to 
work 2,000. Chief of Police O’Neill to- 
night declared his belief that peace in 
the strike fs in sight. 

Four thousand clamoring men, women, 
and children besieged the union supply sta- 
tion for food to-day. Three thousand dth- 
ers surrounded the strikers’ grocery store 
at Forty-seventh Street and Gross Avenue, 
demanding bread and other edibles to re- 
plenish bare pantries and to feed the hun- 
gry families of the idle men. The scenes 


about the two food depots did not bode 
well for the cause of the strikers. 

The union leaders, struggling to supply 

rovisions to the needy, were appalled at 
fhe task that confronted them. In spite 
of their utmost endeavors the task was too: 
great, and this afternoon hundreds of 
women—some angry, but most of them 
tearful and exhausted—wended their way 
homeward carrying empty baskets. 

The efforts of the strikers to get food 
amounted at times almost to a riot. So 

eat was the crush tnat the applicants 

ad their Baskets above their heads. There 
was little semblance of order. The stronger 
ones walked over the weaker. Everybody 
tried to get into the stores at once, where 
despairing clerks were handing out rations 
as fast as possible.

Ex-Gov. David B. Hill arrived in the city 
Jast night and held a two-hour conference 
at the Hoffman House with State Chairman 
Cord Meyer and Senator P. H. McCarren. 
Mr. Meyer and Senator McCarren came to 
the hotel together, ard after greeting An- 
thony N. Brady, were about to depart 
when they learned of the presence of Mr. 
Hill in the hotel. Then they went up to 
his room. 

William F. Sheehan was with MeSsrs. 
Hill, Meyer,*and McCarren during the lat- 
ter part of the evening. When the confer- 
ence broke up after midnight Mr. Sheehan 
joined ex-Senator Jacob A. Cantor, who 
was waiting in the corridor of the hotel. 
Mr, Sheehan declined to discuss what was 
going on. "When he was asked if it had any 
reference to his acceptance, of the post of 
Chairman of the National Executive Com- 
mittee he added a smile to his declaration 
that he could say nothing. 

Mr. Hill; when asked the object of his 
visit, said that he was here on law business 
and expected to remain over to-morrow. 
When told that Leader Murphy of Tam- 
many Hall had declared that he thought 
Charles W. Goodyear of Buffalo would 
make a strong Gubernatorial candidate, 
Mr. Hill refused to comment, except to 
say: 

“There are plenty of candidates cropping 
up this year for every place on the Demo- 
cratic State ticket. It’s a good sign. It in- 
dicates that Democrats generally believe 
there is a good chance of Democratic suc- 
cess. It won’t do any harm to have the 
strong and weak points of all the candi- 
dates discussed before the convention. The 
convention can then pick out the strongest 
men.” e 

When reference was made to the diffi- 
culty which the Democratic National Com- 
mittee was having in finding suitable rooms 
in one of the office buildings in the vicinity 
of the Hoffman House, Mr. Hill said that 
he thought it would be a good idea for the 
committee to take a house, as was done in 
the campaign of 1892.

VICTOR LED ALL THE WAY 


Ten Thousand Visitors Witnessed the 
Opening of the Summer Season 
of Turf Sport. 


Special to The New York Times. 

SARATOGA SPRINGS, N. Y., Aug. 1.— 
As if to make amends for the disapnoint- 
ing absence of the rivals for the turf 
championship, Waterboy and Ilermis, from 
the great event, August Belmont’s fast colt, 
Lord of the Vale, ran a truly remarkable 
race and won a splendid victory in the 
$12,000 Saratoga Handicap, the feature con- 
test of the opening of the racing season 
here. Leading from the first stride, and 
never permitting any of his opponents to 
reach him in the race, the son of Hastings- 
Lady Violet, romped home an easy winner 
in 2:05, time that excelled the record for 
the race held by Waterboy, 2nd that just 
equaled the track record made last sea- 
son by the famous horse Irish Lad. The 
Western colt, Bad News, finished second, 
ridden out to beat Caughnawaga, third, 
while The Picket, the post favorite at a 
short price, was but a moderate fourth. 

Racegoers to the number of about 10,000 
were in attendance at the pretty course of 
the Saratoga Association to witness the 
contest for the hendicap, and it was an 
enthusiastic crowd, indeed, when Lord of 
the Vale came swinging through the broad 
stretch at the finish of the mile and a 
quarter struggle, pulling back to his beaten 
ficld, and winner of a sensational race in 
hollow style, two lengths away from the 
second horse. ‘The plaudits of the specta- 
tors then were not so much because Lord 
of the Vale had won as because of the 
commanding and majestic style in which 
the triumph was achieved. 

There were fears that the interest in fhe 
big race would wane when Waterboy was 
withdrawn early in the day, and it was 
whispered about that Hermis would not be 
a starter. It was known that there was 
nothing wrong with either horse, but the 
knowledge that they would not start put 
a damper on the spirits and expectations 
of the crowd of racing enthusiasts and 
caused much gossip about the policy of 
the stables in which the rivals are trained, 

With Lord of the Vale, The Picket, Major 


Daingerfield, Africander, Claude, Grand 
Opera, Caughnawaga, and others left, 
there still were enough horses in the han- 
dicap to promise a good race. Despite the 
fact that Lord of the Vale had eleven 
pounds the better of The Picket in the 
matter of weight, tne latter was made a 
decided choice, and he was backed heavily 
at 7 to 5, while at one time Lord of the 
Vale at 6 to 1 in the betting. What- 
ever chance The Picket had of keeping on 
even terms with the Belmont colt was 
ended at the start. The send-off was a 
good one, but Phillips was slow to move 
with The Picket and he got = tangled 
up, while Lord of the Vale outbroke his 
field and was off in his stride, going out 
at once and taking the track. 

Passing the stand in the first quarter 
Lord of the Vale was under strong re- 
straint and going very easily. He turned 
the quarter in 0:24, and was a le h aud 
a half in front of Major Daingerfieid, while 
Grand Opera, Africander, Caughnawuga, 
and Bad News were all grouped close up. 
Rounding the turn into the back stretch 
Major Daingerfield tried to get to the 4 
ing leader, but the five furiongs’ run in 
1:01 1-5 proved too much for the black 
rogue. e pinned back his ears and fell 
away, beaten. 

In the meanwhile Lyne was setting a fast 
even pace with Lord of the Vale, but 
rounding the turn out of the back stretch 
Bad News got through on the rail, and for 
the first time in the race reduced Lord of 
the Vale’s lead to a scant length. The cry 
went up that Lord of the Vale was beaten, 
for the pair turned for home without day- 
light between them, while The Picket had 
made up a lot of ground and was in third 
place, only about two lengths away. Then 
came the test for Lord of the Vale, for the 
mile had been run in better than 1:40. 

Once straightened out, however, Lord of 
the Vale drew away from Bad News and 
only romped through the stretch, winning 
by two lengths. Bad News was second, a 
similar distance in front of Caughnaw: " 
which in turn beat The Picket'a neck tor 
third money. The early efforts of The 
Picket proved too much, and he weakened. 

The result of the race showed that Lord 
of the Vale is back to the high-class form 
he displayed as a two-year-old when he was 
beaten a head by Savable in the Futurity. 
It was only his third race this season, and 
still the mile and a quarter was run in 
2:05. Caughnawaga’s race attracted much 
attention. This colt ran second t@ Water- 
boy last season and finished third to-day, 
though he was ridden with poor judgment 
and also was high in flesh for a bruisin 
race like the Saratoga. The fractions o 
the race were run as follows: 0:24, 0:49, 
1:13 3-5, 1:39 4-5, 2;05. 

In the Flash Stakes, J. R. Keene’s en- 
try, Sysonby and Argus, started favorite 
at 2 to 5, and ran first and second, Sysonby 
winning easily after leading all the way. 
Sysonby showed a remarkable burst of 
speed in this race, running the first fur- 
long in 0:11 2-5, and the second in 0:11 1-5, 
maki the quarter in oss -5; three 
longs 0:35 2-5, five fur ongs in 1:00 1-5, 
and five and a half fur pulling 
up, in  1:064-5, carrying 125 pounds 
and racing on a circular course. In 
the opening race J. C. Yeager’s Mimasa 
was first by a head from W. R. Condon, 
but was disqualified for a foul and W. R. 
Condon got the race. All the horses except 
Bonfire fell in the race for the Ballston 
Steeplechase Cup, Bonfire galloping in 
alone. Jiminez was so badly injured by 
falling that it was necessary to destroy 
him.

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A REPUBLICAN TARIFF ARGUMENT. 

Our neighbor The Tribune warns the 
“Democratic orators and pamphleteers ”’ 
who are clamoring for a revision of the 
tariff laws that they “can find no com- 
fort in the summary of our foreign 
trades for 1903-1904, just issued by the 
Department of Commerce and Labor.”’ 
The tariff reform orators and pam- 
phieteers, says The Tribune, continually 
complain that the Dingley law is an ob- 
stacle to expansion of our foreign trade. 
In the opinion of The Tribune the Ding- 
ley law ‘is the very thing that has built 
up our foreign trade, and it attempts to 
justify its belief in this manner: 

Yet under the Dingley Tariff law, the 
most avowed and radical protection meas- 
ure we have ever had, our export trade has 
advanced by leaps and bounds till the 
United States stands to-day at the head of 
the great exporting nations. For five or 
six years past we have been struggling 
with Great Britain—a free trade country— 
for primacy as an exporter. We first over- 
took and passed the United Kingdom in 
1898. In 1900 and 1902 our exports also 
exceeded our great rival’s. But in 1899, 
1901, and 1903 they fell a little below hers. 
This year the United States again seizes 
the lead, our exports for the twelve months 
ended June 30 reaching a total value of 
$1,460,829,539. This total has been exceeded 
but once in® our history—in 1900-1901, 
when the figures rose to $1,487,764,991. But 
the aggregate of imports and exports for 
1908-1904—$2,451,574,623—breaks all Ameri- 
can records in foreign commerce. 

This is an example of the fine old pro- 
tectionist practice of pointing to every 
good thing in sight, from the glorious 
full-orbed moon to a bountiful ice crop, 
as proof of the causal relation between a 
high tariff and our prosperity and happi- 
ness. The figures which The Tribune 
cites -from Government reports are, of 
course, imposing. We should feel pretty 
cheap, should we not, if with our 3,000,- 
000 square miles of territory and our 
80,000,000 souls we could not furnish big 
figures for the Government statistic 
books? But in truth what is the relation 
between the figures The Tribune pa- 
rades and the “ most avowed and radical 
protection measure we have ever had’’? 

Our total domestic exports for the year 
ending June 30 were put by the Depart- 
ment of Commerce and Labor in the ad- 
vance sheets of the June report at 
$1,435,171,251. Of this total $853,685,367 
represents agricultural products, $46,- 
000,000 represents products of the mines, 
$68,000,000 products of the forests, 
$8,000,000 products of the fisheries, and 
$5,000,000 is credited to “ miscellaneous.” 
We exported manufactured products to 
the value of only $452,445,629. Of our 
total exports the products of agriculture, 
of mines, forests, fisheries, and ‘ miscel- 
yield, that is, of indus- 
tries which are only remotely, indirectly, 
and in a slight degree affected by the 
tariff—made up 68.48 per cent. of our 
total exports in merchandise, while our 
manufacturing interests, to which sub- 
stantially the whole benefits of the pro- 


laneous ’’—the 


tective tariff are confined, contributed 
only 31.52 per cent. These proportions 
have for years stood substantially un- 
changed. It is our farms and fields, our 
mines and forests, and our territorial 
Waters that produce two-thirds of the 
commodities that go to make up the 
big total of which our protectionist 
neighbor is so proud. With them the 
tariff has nothing or very little to do. 
The figures of our foreign commerce, 
instead of furnishing an occasion for 
raising loud, unthinking hurrahs, really 
give us cause for serious uneasiness. The 
condition of the country to-day is this: 
More than 60 per cent. of our exports on 
the average is made up of agricultural 
products. We export 65 per cent. of our 
cotton, 30 per cent. of our wheat. It is 
an unsound policy, a policy which in- 
volves not the maximum but the mini- 
mum of economic gain and increase in 
the National wealth. It exposes our for- 
Aign commerce, moreover, to wide and 
disturbing fluctuations due to the recur- 
rence at short intervals of bad crop 
years. The Nation would gain immensely 
in the economic sense by a policy which 
would tend to increase the home con- 
sumption of its agricultural products. It 
is better that wage-earners engaged in 
our industries should consume our wheat 
and corn, in order that instead of export- 
ing foodstuffs and raw cotton we should 
send into foreign markets a vastly great- 
er annual volume of manufactured prod- 
ucts. For the calendar year 1903 our ex- 
ports of manufactures amounted to 
‘$421,358,915, a little less than 29 per 
cent. of our total exports. For the same 
year Great Britain’s exports of manu- 
“factures amounted to $1,143,009,221, and 
Gérmany shipped to foreign markets her 


manufactures to the value of $825,000,- 
000. We ought to stand first in the list 
of exporting manufacturing countries, 
not third. The “ American invasion” is 
manifestly a myth so long as We are con- 
tent to attain to only half of Germany's 
annual manufactured exports, and to 
only a little over a third that of Great 
Britain. We export our agricultural 
products because we produce a great sur- 
plus above the home demand. We could 
even at the present capacity of our 
plants produce a vast surplus of manu- 
factured products above the home de- 
mand if our tariff policy did not at 
every point hinder our entrance into for- 
eign markets. Dingleyism condemns our 
manufacturers to await the slow growth 
of population. Shut out of the world’s 
inarkets, or only grudgingly admitted 
here and there, they can find consumers 
for an increased product only as our 
population is augmented. Were the tariff 
wall leveled down to a reasonable height 
they could add to their productive capac- 
ity and increase their output as rapidly 
as they were enterprising enough to find 
customers abroad. The plight of the 
United States Steel Corporation ts a 
blazing example of the actual working of 
Dingleyism. In one year Mr. CAaRNB- 
GIE’s steel plant made $41,000,000 of 
profits. Two years ago the United States 
Steel Corporation was unable to supply 
the home demand, increased to an un- 
precedented degree by exceptional activ- 
ity in the building trades and railroad 
construction. This year the billion-dollar 
corporation is struggling along, barely 
able to earn the dividend upon one class 
of its capital stock. Its net earnings 
have been cut in two. 

A tariff policy which would permit and 
encourage our manufacturers to look be- 
yond the seas for customers, a policy 
which would enable us rapidly to in- 
our manufactured exports to 
something like the figures shown by 
Great Britain and Germany, would im- 
mensely promote the prosperity of the 
Nation. A sure sign of that prosperity 
would be the increase in the ratio of 
manufactured exports and a falling off in 
the ratio of agricultural exports. The 
supporters of President RoosEVELT boast 
of the stimulating effect of the tariff 
upon our industries. The truth stares us 
in the face that the Dingley tariff in- 
stead of a stimulus is a check, a hin- 
drance, a source of positive danger. It 
constantly tends te produce an economic 
Stagnation, an arrest of grewth. Our ex- 
ports of manufactures for the past four 
calendar years do not show an increase, 
they show a falling off. The figures are 
a danger signal. If the people read their 
meaning aright they will somewhat rude- 
ly disturb President RoosEvELT’s plans 
for retaining in Republican hands the 
monopoly of power to revise the tariff 
schedules—when needed. 

——— 

MR. ROOSEVELT IN ENGLAND. 

Mr. Lopce’s compilation of Mr. 
RoosEVELT’s addresses, messages, and 
letters, accompanied by Mr. Rus’s 
“painfully self-conscious work” on 
“The Man and the Citizen,” receives ex- 
tended notice in the latest number of 
The Spectator of London. The tone of 
the article is extremely friendly and ad- 
miring. It is one of the sources of the 
attractiveness of The Spectator that it 
has a talent for discovery, a talent whic! 
demands indulgence sometimes in cir- 
cumstances where real discovery is im- 
practicable and then the outcome is not 
so impressive as the writer wishes it to 
be. There is a trace of this tendency in 
its treatment of the President. For in- 
stance, we suspect that very few of Mr. 
ROOSEVELT’s fellow-citizens, and espe- 
cially those who are fairly familiar with 
his very creditable career, would recog- 
nize the portrait embodied in these lines: 

At this moment President Roosgvetrt is 
probably the most interesting political fig- 
ure in the world. He is one of the pro- 
tagcnists in what is certainly the foremost 


of constitutional combats; but he is also 
the inaugurator of a new era in American 


crease 


public life, a revolutionary who has dared’* 


to face the apathy of the cultivated classes 
and the ingrained corruption of party polit- 
ics, and by the sheer force of a masterful 
personality has compelled the majority of 
his countrymen, many, no doubt, against 
their will, to think with him. Whether he 
succeeds or fails, things can never be quite 
the same again. America’s eyes have been 
opened to the chances in her destiny, old 
catchwords have been discredited, old 
abuses exposed. A thrill of electric energy 
has gone through classes who at one time 
saw in the political life only a sordid career 
without honor or ideals. Like Mtrappau, he 
has been a “swallower of formulas,” an4 
he has forced his people to discard tho 
v2il or cant and rhetoric, and look facts 
simply in the face. 

This reminds us of a colloquy between 
artist and sitter reported in Punch in its 
palmy days, in which the former asks: 
“ Does it look like you?” and the latter 
replies in dismay, “I—I suppose so, but 
do I look like that?” Mr. Roosrvge.rT is 
a splendid fellow and deserves as well 
as enjoys the admiration of a large num- 
ber of his countrymen, but they do not 
look on him as a “revolutionary,” they 
do not associate him with MrraBegau, 
they do not feel themselves involuntarily 
agreeing with him in matters of great 
importance. Indeed, one of the roots of 
his popularity is the fact that the people 
find him agreeing very heartily and em- 
phatically and in a most demonstrative 
fashion with their own everyday notions 
and sentiments. Probably he would be 
among the first to recognize this secret 
of his pleasant relations with the Ameri- 
can people, and would frankly and quite 
properly be gratified by it and a little 
proud of it. : 5 

It is a curious fact in the career of a 
man of his peculiar experience who has 
taken so prominent a part in some very 
important affairs, that this year he is 
called on for the first time to face the 
searching criticism aroused from the 
whole country in a National campaign 
and to take the verdict of all his fellow- 
‘citizens. With the exception of his elec- 
tion as Governor of New York, which 
was accomplished by a narrow majority 


—— 


and cannot have been said to turn on his 
personal record in politics, he has been 
subjected to no such test as he now con- 
fronts. We do not think that he need 
fear the test. Whatever the outcome, it 
will not be discreditable to h But we 
hardly think that he will enierge from 
the trial so dominating, so imposing a 
figure as our friends of The Spectator 
find him at the outset. 


VENEZUELA AGAIN. 

Although the report of the intention of 
Germany to send an ultimatum to Vene- 
zuela, breaking off diplomatic relations 
unless certain payments were made in 
accordance with the decision of The 
Hague Tribunal, is denied, the situation 
still remains disagreeable. 

What Germany has not done this time 
it is open for her to do whenever she 
makes up her mind that her interests 
will be served or her feelings gratified. 
Action of the sort that she was reported 
to contemplate would not be any more 
regardless of the attitude of the United 
States than that she took originally in 
co-operation with Great Britain. That 
particular mess was finally disposed of 
by its reference to The Hague Tribunal, 
but the settiement there obtained was 
not calculated to discourage the repeti- 
tion of the adventure. The Powers that 
behaved the most arbitrarily, that were 
most ready to resort to force in matters 
by no means of the highest importance, 
got the best of it in the decision. Nor 
can we feel any great confidence that 
the Government of Venezuela will not 
give reasonable ground for complaint by 
foreign nations. It is a general situation 
that requires the exercise of much tact, 
judgment, patience, and, when neces- 
sary, a good deal of firmness. Happily, 
these qualities have not been wanting 
under the administration of the President 
and Mr. Hay. 


JOSEPH THE DREAMER. 

There is a trick of self-deceit for which 
the logicians have a long name, which 
consists in building big conclusions on 
fair-seeming but inadequate premises. 
For example, it is well known that 
prophets have generally had a streak of 
queerness in them and have been looked 
on by their neighbors as more or less 
crazy. This fact has induced many 
well-meaning persons to accept a 
strain of obvious insanity as good proof 
of prophetic power. In the same way, 
Mr. RUDYARD KIPLING, so far as we can 
make out his meaning from the verses 
published yesterday, thinks that because 
JosEPH CHAMBERLAIN has dreamed a 
dream and told it to his brethren, and 
got himself “jolly well” disliked by 
most of them, therefore he must be as 
favored of the Lorp as was JosEPH of 
the Scriptures, which does not in the 
least follow. 

It is true that in the last line of his 
“poem”? Mr. KIPLING puts his view in 
the interrogative form, as if he had some 
doubts as to the completeness of the 
analogy between the two dreamers, but 
that, we imagine, is but a rhetorical de- 
vice, for the poet is known to entertain 
a real and strong liking for Mr. CHAM- 
BERLAIN and a good deal of confidence 
in his political wisdom. Possibly the 
audacity of the man, the element of nov- 
elty in his schemes, the grandiose scope 
of his predictions, appeal to the fancy of 
the rhymer. They well may. CHAMBER- 
LAIN is a new thing in British politics. 
There never has been quite his like. He 
has the gift of popular appeal in much 
the same vein and in nearly as great 
degree as KIPLING himself. Probably he 
has the same sentiment of national gran- 
deur, the essential imperial instinct. But 
neither of them, so far as can now be 
detected, is a leader. The politician at 
any rate has yet to prove his title, and 
up to the present the evidence as to its 
acceptance is uniformly adverse. 

STRIKE FINANCE. 

An interesting illustration of how labor 
leaders figure in arranging to “ finance” 
a strike is furnished in the reports from 
Fall River. The closing of 81 mills in 
that district in consequence of the strike 
throws into idleness 26,000 operatives. 
The union of course expects to take care 
of these people by distributing strike 
benefits, and this is how it is to be done: 

It is estimated by the strike leaders that 
it will cost $20,000 a week to continue the 
strike, but they are convinced. that this 
amount will be forthcoming. Aside from 
the funds which have been pledged by 
unions not only in this city but throughout 
the State, many private contributions have 
been received and promised. 

If all of the $20,000 per week in this 
estimate was distributed in strike bene- 
fits among the 26,000 persons rendered 
idle by it they would receive a little 
more than 76 cents a week each. This 
cannot be considered an excessive allow- 
ance for even a small family. But in a 
strike the largest iterns of expense are 
in connection with the maintenance of 
headquarters, the payment of salaries, 
traveling expenses, telegrams, postage, 
and the like, which eat up the resources 
of a union very rapidly. These expenses 
must be provided for before strike bene- 
fits are distributed. 

It does not appear, however, that the 
Strike leaders have in hand a sum from 
which an appropriation of $20,000 per 
week may be made. They are “ convinced 
that this amount will be forthcoming.” 
As a matter of fact they probably know 
very well that it will not be. As to out- 
side aid, strike expectations are never 


realized. Union pledges, if made, are not’ 


always fulfilled promptly, if at all. Prom- 
ises of moral support and substantial as- 
sistance, such as Mr. Gomprrs is in the 
habit of making on behalf of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, are usually so 
worded as not to mean money, although 
they are frequently mistaken for nego- 
tiable promises of payment which can 
be discounted at the bank.

——Careful reading of Mr. H. RipER Hac- 
GARD’S elaborate presentation of facts con- 
cerning a dream and the death of a black 
dog leaves cne in complete uncertainty as 
to whether this once rather famous gentile- 
man really believes that he has made a 
potentially valuable contribution to the 
mystical side of psychology or whether he 
is trying to play a highly ingenious joke 
on the curiously solemn people who think 
they are eng2ged in scientific investigation 
when they hunt fcr—and always find— 
proof that ghosts exist. Those of us who 
are not too old or too stately to admit a 
debt of admiring gratitude to the creator of 
“She” will cling ag hard and as long as 
we can to the theory that Mr. HaGGARD 
appreciates fully the wild disproportion be- 
twecn his premises and his conclusions, and 
that he is merely trying to have fun with 
the Society for Psychical Research. If that 
theory is true, his jest is an extremely good 
one, since it illustrates with almost super- 
natural perfection all the big and little 
errors of observation and logic made by 
the members of that society, and, from that 
point of view, it is a masterpiece deserving 
of attentive study. Mr. Haccarp, however, 
has no fame as a humorist, and there is 
difficulty in the wey of assuming that he 
has suddenly developed something Uke 
genius in that directicn. The suspicion will 
arise, therefore, that he had convinced 
himself that there was an element of the 
marvelous in his experience before he tried 
to convince others of it by piling up formal 
testimony to a mess of wholly irrelevant 
circumstances which nobody would have 
thought of doubting if told simply on his 
ewn authority, Taking this graver view of 
the case, what is there in it? We can our- 
selves see nothing more than this—that Mr. 
HAGGARD dreamed about a dog not long 
after that dog was kilied by a railway train. 
And from that he deduces, with a fine but 
unconvincing air of holding the question 
still open, that the dead dog was able to 
communicate its sad fate to a sleeping 
man! . The dream, remember, was not in 
any way a revelation in regard to the man- 
ner or time of the dog’s death. Its details 
were wholly different from the facts as 
afterward discovered, and, ff the dog had 
not been found dead, Mr. HxGGaRpD would 
never bave thought of seeing anything at 
all mysterious, or telepathic, or spiritual, in 
his very ordinary and commonplace vision. 
So irritating is his illegic that we are sorely 
tempted to ses in his yarn an attempt, a la 
HALL CAINE and several others, to adver- 
tise a forthcoming book in whicha“ thought 
transfer’ dog plays a leading role. 


—It is denied as well as asserted that 
the officials of the New Haven Road have 
been alarmed by the number and vehe- 
mence of the protests excited by the recent 
reduction in the train service, and that, to 
quiet the clamor of the commuters, they 
have determined to restore at least a few 
of the abandoned trains. Whether the de- 
nials or the assertions are finally to turn 
out true probably depends on whether or 
not the clamor is well kept up. If it dies 
away in a day or two, of course nothing 
will be done until Fall arrives with its 
heavy travel; if it continues good and loud, 
with much consequent worriment to Presi- 
dent MELLEN and his directorial associates, 
the road’s always inadequate service is 
likely soon to be about what it was when 
this amazing piece of false economy was 
devised. There is not the slightest reason 
for supposing that the Summer travel is 
lighter this year than in other recent years. 
So far as the daily travel to and from New 
York's suburbs is concerned, there is every 
reason for beifeving that it is a thing of 
steady and fairly rapid growth, year after 
year, and the inhabitents of. those sub- 
urbs are exactly the cnes who have been 
most inconvenienced and injured by last 
week’s changes in the time table. People 
who ride at what may be called the regular 
commuting hours have not been much 
troubled, but at both ends of the day the 
service has been materially curtailed, with 
the result that hundreds who must get to 
business very early in the morning are in 
really desperate difficulties, and thousands 
who would like to spend two or three of the 
eveuing hours in the city are forced elther 
to give up their plan entirely or else te 
extend it to midnight, which means getting 
to bed between 1 and 2 o’clock. The sense 
of compulsion is perhaps worse than the 
actual hardship, but nobody likes to be ca- 
erced, especially when it is for no better 
reason than that one of the most prosper- 
ous corporations in the country has had a 
sudden spasm of economy. Permeating and 
embittering all the indignation of the com- 
mutcrs is their conviction that the trains 
would not have been taken off if the New 
Haven Road did not believe that the Port 
Chester Railway scheme, with its menace 
of dangerous competition for the suburban 
traffic, has been killed by a rival scheme 
from which little or nothing is to be feared. 
That may not be an accurate judgment of 
the situation, but it is the one made by 
thousands of the road’s patrons, and they 
foam with rage every time they think of it. 


——-At the recent convention of doctors 
in Atlantic City there was considerable dis- 
cussion of the question whether or not 
surgeons are Overprompt in counseling re- 
sort to the knife. Some of the speakers 
almost went the length of denying the 
possibility of any danger of harm in this 
direction, but their view was strongly an- 
tagonized by others, and American Mcdi- 
cine quotes with approval the atatement 
of one eminent authority, who said: “‘ We 
have been living in an age of operations, 
and we have lost sight, in a large measure, 
of the importance of less violent methods. 
I find that many of my cases that appear at 
first to indicate the need of surgical treat- 
ment yield to medicinal treatment, so that 
an operation may be finally obviated.”’ Dr. 
Powers, the Chairman of the Section on 
Surgery, recalled the suggestion that “in 
our choice of operation or no operation 
we should ask the question, whether we 


would be willing to undergo the operation J 


ouselves,”” and he added: “In the early 
career the surgeon is inclined to look at 
the ready results of operation, while in later 
years, he is more careful in his selection 
of cases, and in a third period of his career 
is likely to Hmit himself to certain special 
conditions in which he has gained special 
skill. The responsibility of surgery is not 
equaled by any other calling, and men of 
the highest character are needed.” That 
last sentence, according to American Med- 
icine, hits upon the heart of the matter, 
and it says—what few laymen would have 
ventyred to say—that ‘in the willingness 
of the public to pay larger fees for opera- 


» 
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surgeon is Hable to he deceived, or to de- 
ceive himself, as to the necessity of opera- 
tion, and only a scrupulous conscience can 
prevent the growth of the evil.” Can it be 
true that the size of the surgeon’s fee 
sometimes tempts to operation when medi- 
cation’ would do as well or better? The 
intimation is as surprising, coming from 
this source, as it would be abhorrent coming 
from any source. 


——When we read that the Canadians are 
making their alien labor laws an excuse for 
deporting American engineers, we very read- 
ily accept the theory that the real reason 
for the deportations is that the Americans 
get all the positions because of their 
professional superiority to the !ocal en- 
gineering talent, and we have no difficulty 
in seetng that the Canadians are economic- 
ally wrong in depriving themselves of the 
best service they can get, a8 well as mean- 
ly small-minded in banishing rivals with 
Whom, if British boasts are true, they ought 
tot be able to compete on equal terms. 
Yet the Canadian labor laws are much like 
our own, and of course it is impossible that 
we are economically wrong or meanly 
small-minded. What we do is one thing, 
because we do it, and what they do is 
another, because they do it. Nothing could 
be clearer than that, either to ourselves 
or to our dear neighbors. 


PARADOXES IN COST. 


Telephone Not the Only One—There’s 
Coal, for Example. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I do not wish to express an expert opin- 
ion on the paradox of operating telephone 
service—say for 10,000 subscribers at double 
the cost of operating fhe same service for 
5,000 subscribers. I am not an expert, and 
if I were, I would hesitate before express- 
ing any opinion contrary to that of pros- 
pective employers, (I mean the telephone 
companies.) 

A correspondent of THzE Naw YorK TIMES 
is convinced of the truth of the telephone 
“‘ paradox,” and I grant that he is an ex- 
pert, but as a layman I am not convinced, 
knowing that the opinions of the best and 
sincerest experts are often at variance on 
the same question. The public is not likely 
to accept this paradox until it has had 
free access to the books, statements, and 
reports of the telephone companies, such 
reports as are drawn for the Di- 
rectors themselves. I know that in France, 
for instance, the cost to the public of tele- 
phone messages has been slightly reduced 
within two years, and that the reduction 
corresponds with a large increase in the 
use of the telephone. 

Many such “ paradoxes” are easily ex- 
plained by interested parties. There is also 
@ paradox in the argument of certain manu- 
facturing firms still clamoring for protec- 
tion, notwithstanding the fact that the 
gain due to improved machinery more than 
makes up for the difference in wages in the 
United States and in Europe, and would 
stili allow these firms to compete success- 
fully with European firms if the tariff 
should be dropped. « 

The cost of extracting coal in the mines 
within two years has increased by about 10 
cents a ton. To the public the cost of coal 
has increased by more than 100 cents a ton. 
This is another paradox—or rather another 
mystery—and THE NEw YorK Timzus is to 
be eulogized for seeking to enlighten the 
people, for they have a right to know.

Scientists’ Experimental Methods. 


From The London Telegraph. 

When the memorial to Sir George Stokes was 
unveiled the other day, Lord Rayleigh held up as 
an example still to be followed the simplicity ef 
Stokes’s experimental methods and the limitation 
of his apparatus to the bare essentials for the 
demonstrations he had im view. Prof. George 
Darwin has well said that people are nowadays 
too apt to think that science can only be carried 
forward with elaborate appliances, and yet many 
of the finest experiments have been made with 
cardboard, cork, and sealing wax. Modern science 
has rendered necessary for many investigations 
highly expensive instruments, and great labora- 
tories are required for college purposes, but, ob- 
serves Prof. Darwin, ‘‘ the number of great in- 
vestigators has been but little increased by 
laboratories, and those who are interested in sci- 
ence and have not access to laboratories should 
not give up their study in despair.’’ There are 
gentlemen living to-day who have spent almost 
as many thousands as Newton and Stokes spent 
pounds over their apparatus, and yet up to the 
present have not far eclipsed the two Lucasian 
professors. 


New Turkish Stamp Law. 


From The London Times. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, July 15.—Foreign mer- 
chants and others interested have been instructed 
by their respective missions that the new stamp 
law has not been accepted by the Governments 
enjoying capitulatory rights and cannot there- 
fore be legally enforced against their subjects. 
They are advised to disregard it except where 
to do so would involve them in’ difficulties, and 
in such cases to pay the tax under protest, de- 
manding a receipt, which can be used in support 
of an eventual claim for repayment. 

The various embassies and legations are, of 
course, acting tugether in this question, but they 
do not all regard the law from the same point of 
view. The British Embassy and some other mis- 
siong are, willing to withdraw their opposition as 
soon ag the Porte abandons two offensive clauses 
providing for the inspection by Turkish officials 
of the books of foreign business houses and for 
the taxation of papers emanating from foreign 
Consulates. Some other embassies desire to in- 
sist on a whole series of alterations ih the law, 
and in many quarters there is @ disposition to 
withhold consent until the Porte agrees 
tle at least the most pressing of the questions of 
which the powers have hitherto been unable to 
obtain a satisfactory solution. There are twelve 
or thirteen of these questions, some of which are 
of considerable importance, such, for example, 
as those relati to the jurisdiction of the Con 
sular courts, while others, such as that of the 


imposition of the illegal Hedjaz stamp duty, a

Kuroki, a Pole,” the heading in yester- 
day's issue of Tom New York Times over 
the dispatch from Berlin that Gen. Kuroki’s 
nephew, Josake Oshima, has written to 
The Berlin Tageblatt the statement that 
hig uncle, the famous Japanese General, is 
not half French, as The Paris Patrie de- 
Clared, but the son of a Polish refugee, 
Kurowski, must have been a printer’s error, 
for surely THE Timers did not mean to cast 
doubt on the truth of so authoritative a 
statement. If anybody knows Gen. Ku- 
roki’s nationality certainly his nephew 
does. 

If it seems strange that the Japanese 
General should be a Pole, it. must be re- 
membered that “truth is stranger than 
fiction "’*; it must also be remembered that 
after the Republic of Poland was dismem- 
bered by Russia, Prussia, and Austria, and 
especially after the Polish revolution of 
1831, great numbers of Poles were obliged 
to leave their native land, and there is 
probably not a country in the world where 
men of Polish descent cannot be found. 


O ye exiles, who so long wander over the 
world, 

When will ye find a resting place for your 
weary steps? 

The wild dove has its nest, and the worm a clod 
of earth, 

Each man a country, but the Pole a grave.

And in whatever land he finds himself 
the Pole serves the cause of Liberty and 
Progress. In some countries the Poles 
become reccors of universities, as Ignatius 
Domeyko in Santiago, Chile; in some they 
become prominent in the literature of the 
land, as Joseph Conrad, (Korzeniowski); 
in some they hold Government posts, as 
Czaykowski, Governor of Lebanon, in Tur- 
key. Elsewhere they shed their blood in 
struggles to throw off the yoke of the op- 
pressor. 

The despotic monarchies, Russia, Prussia, 
and Austria thought that by dismembering 
liberal Poland and incorporating her into 
their States they would kill liberty and 
progress. But they did not kill liberty and 
progress because they did not kill Poland. 
Poland is not yet dead—Jeszcze Polska 
nie gginela! Poland exists as. it existed. 
In place of the Poland with an official 
apparatus, revolutionary Poland immediate- 
ly arose as the continuation of the political 
life of the Polish Nation. The Kosciusko 
revolution of 1794, the Polish legions fight- 
ing for Napoleon, the Grand Duchy of 
Warsaw, the revolutions of 1831 and 1863, 
the work of the Poles abroad—all this tes- 
tifles to Poland’s continued existence as a 
nation, despiteall the efforts of Austria under 
Metternich: of constitutional (!) Prussia, 
and of despotic Russia. And as throughout 
her whole official life, so also to-day, ‘* Po- 
land, defending herself, defends at the 
same time the causes of liberty and prog- 
ress; and to-day her foes are at the same 
time the foes of all humanity; while her 
allies are the defenders of every good 
cause,” as Prof. Thomas Siemiradzki of 
Chicago says in his “‘ Post-Partition His- 
tory of Poland,” ‘Thus will it be until 
freedom and equality, light and good, pre- 
vail in the world.”

Potentialities of Korea. 
From The London Telegraph. 

The foreign trade of Korea, says British Vice 
Consnl Lay in his annual report, reached in 
1908 the highest figures yet attained, and this 
in spite of a period of complete stagnation toward 
the end of the year caused by the menace of 
wat. Both imports and exports were a record. 
“This continued growth,’ says the report, 
‘*ghows the possibilities of expansion under 4 
reformed and stable system.’’ Mr. Lay is, in 
fact, most enthusiastic about the potentialities 
of the Hermit Kingdom. ‘* Korea, we are told, 
is @ country with a good climate, and, were due 
regard paid to sanitation, could easily be ren- 
dered comparatively free from epidemics. More- 
over, the soil is fertile, and, properly developed, 
the resources would yield abundant profit. Noth- 
ing is further from the truth than that Korea is 
@ poor country. 

“*It is satisfactory to know that British manu- 
facturers have profited very much by the recent 
marked improvement in the import trade.”’ About 
60 per cent! of the railway material landed in 
Korea in 1902, consisting of rails and accessories 
for the Seoul-Fusan line, was sent from this 
country, and it is calculated that last year the 
amount shipped had a value of upward of 
£100, 000. 

Im one rather singular respect the Koreans are 
showing themselves well disposed to modern 
Weatern tendencies—they are discarding their an- 
cient pipés in favor of the cigarette. One result 
of this change of taste has been to increase to 
ah enormous degree the work of the Che-mul-pho 
Cigarette and Tobacco Company, a British enter- 
prise, which, starting in November last with 64 
hands, was by April employing no fewer than 
245. No doubt the war has also had a very 
stimulating effect on this particular industry.

How the Bey Saw Trianon. 

It is feared by the Paris press that the stay of 
the Bey of Tunis in the French capital was not 
very enjoyable. Whether he was “ bored ’’ or 
merely “‘ worn out” (ennuyé or épuisé) is the 
point discussed.

No 
wonder his usual reply to a question was: “ Yes, 
yes; I’m quite aware of that; I’ve seen it al-_ 
ready.” Small matter for surprise if his High- 
ness’s sons fell into every chair on the line of 
march, pétulant and perspiring, while that ven< 
erable nonagenarian statesmar, the Grand Vi- 
zier, followed his master like a faithful, tired 
dog, with drooping head and trembling legs. Nor 
were the Bey’s troubles at an end when he 
reached the station to return to Paris. The 
train was a slow one; it not only stopped at 
every station, but at every level crossing, all the 
bridges, and most of the signals. It was over 
at last, however. and his Highness arrived at 
the Elysée to partake of the farewell hospitality 
of the President of the Republic.

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$15,000,000 DECREASE IN 
TREASURY CASH IN JULY 


Disbursements Exceed Reoeipts by 
$17,407,728 for Month. 


REVENUES ARE FALLING OFF 


Outlook for the Year Is Not Favorable— 
Secretary Shaw's Estimates 
Need Revision. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 1—The Treasury 
lost in available cash during the month of 
July nearly $15,000,000, the cash balance 
now standing at $154,945,662, of which the 
depository banks ‘hold in round numbers 
$105,000,000, leaving the so-called working 
balance $49,000,000. 

There were apprehensions expressed a few 
days ago that the Secretary would make 
& call on the depository banks to strength- 
en the working balance, based on the con- 
tinuous excess of daily expenditures over 
receipts. The last few days of the month 
showed an improvement in the Treasury’s 
cash balance, the disbursements having de- 
creased and the excess over receipts having 
been cut down from upward of $21,000,000 
to $17,407,728. 

The first month, however, does not fur- 
nish encouragement for a favorable out- 
come for this year. With a decrease in the 
two principal sources of revenue of $5,388,- 
496. an increase of expenditures of $7,805,- 
927, and a deficiency for the month of more 
than $17,000,000, the estimates of the Sec- 
retary presented in his last annual report 
will need revision. 

Exclusive of postal receipts, the revenue 
was estimated for the current year at 
$545,000,000 and the expenditures $559,000,- 
000, leaving a deficiency of $14,000,000, 
which added to an estimated deficiency of 
$9,000,000 in the Postal Service makes a 
total deficiency of $23,000,000. In his esti- 
mated receipts the Secretary places the 
customs at $260,000,000, which is only 
$2,000,000 below the amount realized the last 
fiscal year, and the internal revenue at 
$240,000,000, or $8,000,000 above the amount 
collected last year. The outlook for realiz- 
ing that amount of revenue this year, with 
prevalent business depression, labor dis- 
turbances, and a Presidential campaign, 
cannot be said to be encouraging, while 
the ifdications are that even with the 
greatest efforts of Treasury officials to re- 
press demands the disbursements author- 
ized by Congress will continue on the as- 
cending scale. 

The gold coin held in the trust fund in- 
creased during the month $27,000,000, and 
now stands at $521,430,791, all of which is 
covered by certificates except $20,500,000, 
that amount of certificates being held in 
the general fund. In addition to the gold 
coin of the trust fund there is held in the 
reserve fund $150,000,000, and in the general 
fund nearly $27,000,000 in gold, giving an 
aggregate gold holding of $693,000,000. 

The receipts for the month were $46,786,- 
887, a decrease of $1,825,188 as compared 
with July, 1903. The payment of about 


$800,000 by the St. Louis Exposition, and 
of nearly $3,000,000 by the Pacific rail- 
roads, brought the receipts within $2,000,000 
of the expenditures.

COCKRAN ON IMPERIALISM. 


Its Worst Aspect Its Tendency to Cor- 
ruption, He Says. 


BOSTON, Aug. 1—More than 2,000 per- 
sons heard W. Bourke Cockran of New 
York address the New England Anti-Im- 
perialist League in Faneuil Hall to-night. 
The slogan of Mr. Cockran, as well as the 
other speakers, was “adherence to the 
Democratic platform.” Congressman Cock- 
ran was greeted with enthusiastic and pro- 
longed applause. He said, in part: 

“In this assemblage there are many men 
of different minds on various subjects like- 
ly to be discussed during this campaign. 
They are all, however, unanimous on one 
question of surpassing importance which 
this election must settle, and that is, Shall 
imperialism govern or shall democracy con- 
tinue to guide this Nation; shall this Re- 
public remain constitutional as Washington 
established, democratic as Jefferson made 
it, free as Lincoln left it, or shall it give 
Place to a personal Government which a 
strenuous boss administers—which the 
trusts exploit and control—which monarcks 
and nobles have begun to flatter, and 


which, therefore, good men and patriots 
everywhere have begun to distrust. 

Imperialism and constitutionalism are 
both defined most clearly in two docu- 
ments given to the world within a few 
months of each other one hundred and eight 
years ago. One was the address of Na- 
poleon Bonaparte to the army of Italy when 
he took command of it toward the end of 
March, 1796; the other was the address of 
George Washington declining to be a can- 
didate for a third Presidential term issued 
to the American people in September of the 
same year. 

“When Bonaparte, who had been ap- 
pointed to comamnd the army of Italy, ar- 
rived in Milan, in March, 1796, he issued a 
meniorable order of the day, which was the 
first note of imperialistic conquest as dis- 
tinguished from patriotic Getunee. * Sol- 
diers,’ said he, ‘ you-are ill-fed and almost 
naked. The Government owes you much, 
but can do nothing for you. Your patience, 
your courage, do you honor, but procure 
you neither gior nor advantage. I am go- 
. ing to lead into the most fertile plains in fro 
world. You will there find large cities, 
rich provinces; you will there find honor, 
glory, and wealth. Soldiers of Italy, would 
your courage fail you?’ In these brief 
words the whole doctrine of imperialism is 
embraced. 

“The worst aspect of imperialism is 
not the individual oppressions which it per- 
petrates, but the wholesale demoralization 
worked by the spectacle of successful cor- 
ruption. It has already permeated our 
whole Governmental structure. 

“The Democratic minority demanded a 
full examination of all the departments; 
that demand was refused. In the Senate 
Mr. Roosevelt’s personal representative de- 
clared that the majority would investigate 
—not when the welfare of the American 
people demanded, but in its own way and 
at its own time. What is this but a con- 
fession that investigation would be fatal to 
their prospects? ’”’ 

Ex-Gov. George S. Boutwell, President of 
the Anti-Imperialist League, presided at 
the meeting. Other speakers besides Mr. 
Cockran were Gov. Garvin of Rhode Island 
and Charles Francis Adams of this city.

NO BUILDING LOCK-OUT, 
BUT TROUBLE’S BREWING 


Both Employers and Workmen Ex- 
pect a Big Fight. 


STRIKE ON FULLER WORK 


General Trouble Averted Yesterday by 
Action Which Is Not Approved by 
Employers’ Association. 


Although a general lock-out in the mar- 
ble trades, involving 8,000 men, to go into 
effect to-day, was averted yesterday, both 
the employers and the building trades 
unions admitted last evening that a big 
building fight is impending. 

The trouble in the marble trades was 
caused by a strike on the Hall of Records 
work to force the discharge of a foreman 
who was being disciplined by: the union. 
The strike was settled through an arrange- 
ment by which the foreman will be dis- 
charged in thirty days, and the strikers 
returned to work yesterday. Although this 
averted a general lock-out of marble work- 
ers, the Marble Industry Employers’ Asso- 
ciation is dissatisfied because the firm 
made a private arrangement to settle the 
strike, and it may formally disapprove of 
this settlement. 

In the meantime all the other strikes, in- 
cluding the subway strike, were still on 
yesterday, and a new strike was ordered on 
the Trinity Building, 111 Broadway, be- 
cause Bradley & Son of Brooklyn, who 
supply some of the stone, is regarded as a 
non-union firm. This matter was referred 
last week to the General Arbitration Board 
of the Building Trades Employers’ Asso- 
ciation, and the board decided that the 
complaint had no merit, and dismissed it. 
The George A. Fuller company has the 
general contract for the Trinity Building. 

As a retaliatory measure, the Building 
Trades Alliance ordered a general strike 
on the Trinity Buildiyg yesterday. The 
bricklayers and the iron workers remained 
at work, as they are not in the Alliance. 
A meeting of the Alliance will be held to- 
day, at which it is said the strike will be 
extended to the following contracts of the 
Fuller Company: Times Building, Forty- 
second Street and Broadway; the New York 


Hippodrome, Forty-third Street and Sixth 
Avenue, and the Taber Building, Wall and 


Pearl Streets. 

The subway strike and the other strikes 
ordered late last week were still on yester- 
day. A committee of the Central Federated 
Union has arranged, however, for a confer- 
ence with General Contractor John B. Mc- 
Donald at 10 o’clock this morning. 

The Building Trades Employers’ Associ- 
ation sent a letter of warning yesterday 
not only to the unions whose members are 
on strike, but to all of the thirty-five unions 
in the building trade which come under the 
arbitration reement. The letter was not 
made passe, ut it was said that no men- 
tion of the open shop was made in it. 

It was learned last night that the strike 
in the subway was brought before the 
general arbitration board of the Employ- 
ers’ Association last week on a complaint 
of the contractors that the arbitration 
agreement was violated. At the Bvilding 
Trades Club it was said that the complaints 
were dismissed on the ground that the ar- 
bitraticn agreement was first violated by 
the employers hiring non-union electrical 
workers. 

The Amalgamated Painters’ Society and 
the Brotherhood of Painters arranged last 
night for a joint mass meeting in the Grand 
Central Palace on Saturday for the purpose 
of ending the feud between the two unions 
by amalgamation, 


CHASE IN HOFFMAN HOUSE. 


Stenographer Objected to Theft of Um- 
brella on Rainy Day. 


A man who said he was Charles Sullivan 
of 401 West Thirtieth Street was arrested 
in front of the Hoffman House last even- 
ing and locked up in the West Thirtieth 
Street Station on the complaint of George 
Burbank, the stenographer at the hotel, 
who charged him with having stolen his 
umbrella. 

Mr. Burbank left his desk for a few min- 
utes, and while he was gone it is said that 
Sullivan told one of the other clerks that 
Mr. Burbank had asked him to get his 
umbrella. It was given to the man, and 
he started away. 

A moment later, when Mr. Burbank re- 


turned and asked where his umbrella was, 
he was told what had taken place. He 
said he had sent no one for it, and he and 
the clerk started to look for the man and 
the umbrella. 

They found him at the front door lighting 
a cigarette, with the umbrella under his 
arm. When he saw Mr. Burbank, it is said 
that he dodged around a large fat man 
who was standing there and broke his way 
through a small crowd of men in the cen- 
tre of the lobby, knocking two of them 
down. The bellboys in the rear of the 
lobby headed him off and he started back 
toward Broadway again, running in and 
out among the men who crowded the cor- 
ridors, pursued | a policeman and several 
employes of the hotel. He finally ran out 
of the Twenty-fifth Street entrance into 
the arms of Policeman Reardon. 


INDUSTRIES SHUTTING DOWN. 


Cotton Mill Operatives and Car Builders 
Laid Off. 


LOWELL, Mass., Aug. 1.—The cotton 
mills of the Boott Manufacturing Com- 
pany here were shut down to-day for one 
month, throwing out of employment 1,640 
operatives. The shut-down will decrease 
the cloth output here by 2,000,000 yards. 
The suspension of work is due to the dull 
market and to a desire of the management 
to make repairs. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 1—Twelve hundred 
workmen at the Pullman Car Works have 


been laid off since June 1 because of lack 
of orders. Vice President T. H. Wickes 
says that unless orders come in more free- 
ly the entire works may be closed down 
temporarily. 


Kansas and Texas R. R. Operators Strike 
Special to The New York Times. 

DALLAS, Texas, Aug. 1.—All operators 
and many station agents who combine tele- 
graphic and other work on the Missouri, 
Kansas and Texas Railway system went on 
strike to-day. The trouble has been pend- 
ing several months over hours and wages. 


A grievance committee tried to adjust dif- 
ferences with the general officials of the 
system at St. Louis, and the strike is the 
resuit. 


Leiter Gets Order Against Strikers. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill, Aug. 1.—Joseph 
Leiter’s coal company obtained to-day an 
injunction from Judge Humphrey in the 
Federal Court prohibiting union miners 
from picketing or patrolling the premises 


of the company at Zeigler, Ill., or from 
interfering with men who wish to work 
in any way. The restraining order is tem- 
porary and the case is set for hearing 
Sept, 15 in this city.

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FRENCH GOVERNMENT VICTORY. 


Combés Strengthened by General De- 
partmental Council Elections. 


Special Cable to Tan New York TIMES. 

PARIS, Aug. 1.—In spite of the preju- 
diced calculations of the anti-Ministerial 
press, the elections to the General De- 
partmental Council held yesterday have 
resulted in a victory for the Government. 

This confirms what I have already ex- 
plained, that France to-day is untouched 
by political questions of a purely theo- 
retical order and will certainly not sacri- 
fice local and personal interests to those 
of the Church. 

The Ministry is strengthened by these 
electoral successes, in which no big po- 
litical principle is involved, and the only 


really great danger ahead is the proposed 
income tax reform which M. Rouvier is 
to introduce in the Chamber at the com- 
mencement of the next session. 


CHAMBERLAIN WINS IN HOUSE. 


Vote of Censure Rejected—Balfour Calls 
It Most Foolish Motion. 


LONDON, Aug. 1.—In the House of Com- 
mons to-day, the vote of censure moved by 
the Liberal leader, Sir Henry Campboll- 
Bannerman, a result of the prominert part 
taken by leading members of the Cabinet 
in the proceedings of the Liberal-Unionist 
Ceuncil, July 14, was rejected by a vote of 
288 te 210. It was during these proceedin. 
that a resolution was passed approviug tho 
fiscal policy of Joseph Chamberlain. 

Joseph Chamberlain, in defending himself 
against the heated attacks of Lord Hugh 
Cecil and other free traders, declared_the 
only difference between himself and Pre- 
mier Balfour was that the latter did not 
think the coufitry would consent to co- 
lonial preference, as it involved a food tax. 
Yhe policy of preference, Mr. Chamberlain 
maintained, was more urgent than that or 
retaliation. 

Fremier Balfour said he thought the mo- 
tion was one of the most foolish wh'‘ch had 
evor been submitted to Parliament. He 
declined to be a party to restric Pe — 
resettative institutions like the al- 
Unionist Council. He had, he said, always 
been and still was a free trader, but it 
was the duty of the Government to see 
whether the evils produced by protection- 
ist countries in neutral markets could not 
be restricted.

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HOW VENEZUELA SEIZED 
ASPHALT COMPANY LAKES 


Bowen Says Embargo Was Laid 
and Defendants Not Notified. 


UNITED STATES WILL WAIT 


Wants to Learn Further Details of 
Venezuelan Law Before Forming 
Opinion on Merits of the Case. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 1:—The first offi- 
cial account of the action of the Venezue- 
lan Government in respect to the seizure 
of the properties of the New York and 
Bermudez Asphalt Company has come to 
the State Department in a cablegram from 
Minister Bowen, at Caracas. 

Mr,*-Bowen says that because of the 
company’s failure to carry out certain por- 
tions of its concessions, especially those 
requiring it to dig canals, dredge channels 
in the rivers, and export other products 
than asphalt, the Venezuelan Government 
asked the court to order an embargo, 
(corresponding to the ordinary American 
injunction,) and to appoint a custodian or 
receiver. ‘The court laid the embargo and 
appointed A. H. Carner as custodian. He 
sailed on a Venezuelan warship for the 
nearest port to the asphalt lakes, and 
reached the properties before notice of sult 
Was served on the defendant company. 

Minister Bowen explains,that while the 
statutes of Venezuela authorize embargo 
proceedings in the case of leases, this 
would scarcely apply to the New York and 
Bermudez Asphalt Company properties, 
which are held under concessions, 

While the New York and Bermudez Com- 
pany is an American incorporation and 
most of its stock is owned here, the bonds 
of the company are held to the extent of 
about a million dollars in England, giving 
the British Government the right to inter- 
vene to protect its citizens’ interests. Mr. 
Bowen has already been authorized by the 
State Department to protest against the 
retention of the property of the asphalt 
cempany under the court’s orders, 

As the State Departme2at is anxious to 
secure some further information as to tho 
complexities of Venezuelan law fitting this 
case, it probably will await the mails be- 
fore moving further in the case. 


DENY VENEZUELA ULTIMATUM. 


Germany Has Not Demanded Immediate 
Payment of Indemnity Interest. 


BDRLIN, Aug. 1—The Foreign Office 
here denies the report from Caracas that 
the German Minister has presented an 
ultimatum to the Venezuelan Government.

DEATH OF ROBERT E. PATTISON. 


Former Democratic Governor of Penn- 
sylvania Victim of Pneumonia. 


PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 1.—Robert Emory 
Pattison, who was twice Democratic Gov- 
ernor of Pennsylvania and twice Controller 
of Philadelphia, died early to-day at his 
home in Overbrook, a suburb of this city. 
Pneumonia, aggravated by heart trouble, 
was the cause of death. He was fifty- 
three years old. 

Mr. Pattison was a candidate for Govern- 
or on the Democratic ticket against Gov. 
Pennypacker in 1902, and had not been a 
well man since that laborious campaign. 
Mr. Pattison made a speechmaking tour of 
seven weeks, covering nearly every county 
in the State. His last appearance in politics 
was as a member of the Committee on 
Resolutions of the recent Democratic Con- 
vention at St. Louis. The arduous all night 
sessions of the committee were too much 
for him and he remained ih St. Louis a 
few days after the convention to rest. Ha 
recuperated somewhat, and, returning 
home, resumed his business, dividing his 
time between this city and New York. 

Pneumonia developed on Friday last. Yes- 
terday his condition was encouraging, but 
late last night Mr. Pattison collapsed. 
Saline injections were resorted to, but the 
patient sank rapidly and died shortly after 
6 o’clock this morning. 


Robert Emory Pattison, eminent as a 
lawyer, and in politics, was the son of 
the Rev. Dr. Robert H. Pattison of the 


Methodist Episcopal Church and was born 
on Dec. 8, 1850 at Quantico, Md. He was 
educated at Philadelphia, where he studied 
lnw. after delivering the valedi!ctory ad- 
dress at the High School, in the office of 
Gen. Lewis C. Cassidy. Admitted « the par 
three years later, he practiced his pro- 
fession until 1875, when he appeared in 
olitics, using his influence to obtain fer 
Henry S. Hagert the nomination for Clerk 
of the Quarter Sessions. He came into 
pron-inence as a politician, ardent in the 
cause of decent Government, in 1877, when 
he was elected Controller of Philadelphia 
by a majority of 10,762 over the Republican 
candidate, J. W. Sayre. His administration 
of the office was of such a character that 
when, in 1880, Philadelphia gave Gen, 
Garfield a majority of 20,883, Pattison was 
re-elected Controller by one of 13,593. His 
popularity was shown in 1882 when he be- 
came Governor of the Commonwealth- the 
oungest ever taking the office—defeating 
he Cameron candidate, Gen. James A. 
Beaver. He was again elected Governor in 
1890, defeating the Republican—Quay— 
candidate, Senator, George W. Delamater. 
When Pattison retired from service at 
Harrisburg the second time, a leading ne- 
= newspaper of Philadelphia, said of 
im: 


“The people admive a man of brains and 
they are quick to recognize an honest of- 
ficial. Gov. Pattison fills the measure of 
these qualifications. He will be heard from 


the future.” 
+ Pattison, after his first term as 


Chief Executive of the State, was asked 
to become First Auditor of the Treasury by 
President Cleveland, but declined. He was 
appointed a member of the Pacific Railway 
Investigation Committee, and held offices 
of trust in several financial institutions. 
He was spoken of as a candidate for the 
Presidency during several campaigns and 
recently at St. Louis, where his ill health 
forbade the consideration of his name. e 
is survived by his wife, the daughter of 
Edwin A. Smith of Philadelphia, and three 


children.

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THE FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Stocks Strong; Call Money Easy; 
3-4@1 Per Cent. 


Stocks Average a Fractional Rise, Upon 
Moderate Business, Regardless 
of London's Holiday, 


The volume of business yesterday upon 
the Stock Exchange was moderate, but 
the tone was strong, denoting ample dis- 
position and ability to set a pace upon 


local favorites without the aid, advice, 


or assistance of London, which was on 
holiday. The day’s news was not very 
influential, the Grangers receiving their 
full share of support despite news about 
the crops—or rather despite a construc- 
tion placed upon very inadequate news— 
which strengthened the market for both 
wheat and corn. The strength of Atchi- 
80N was not surprising, since it reported 
a large gain in earnings for June and 
the fiscal year. The foreign news so far 
as it affects the New York market was 
comprised in ah authorized denial that 
Germany had served an ultimatum upon 
Venezuela, and in the announcement that 
England had protested to Russia against 
making food stuffs contraband. The 
meat strike appeared to be dwindling to 
its end, and the stoppage of many 
Schuylkill collieries diminishes the pros- 
pect of a strike by colliers in other re- 
gions under conditions so much more fa- 
vorable to their masters than to them- 
Belves. 

A feature of the day was the marked 
strength in the steel. properties, begin- 
ning with Steel and ending with Colorado 
Fuel and Iron and Tennessee Coal and 
Iron. The movement was not very con- 
vincing, being associated with previous 
artificial activities as respects the latter 
two especially. Metropolitan advanced 
two points, closing almost at the day’s 
maximum upon no news at all, but upon 
a universal point which was amply made 
good. This is a closely held stock with 
political affiliations resembling Consol- 
idated Gas’s, a suggestion abounding 
with caution to all concerned. The value 
of the stock is not at all involved in its 
price. .That is marked wherever it 
pleases its owners, who are assisted both 
by an oversold condition upon belief of 
its intrinsic deficiency of assets, and by 
the ability or the possibility of making 
its value reach its quotation through po- 
litical affiliations.

Merchants’ Exeursion Rates to 
New York in Operation. 


Influx of Buyers Expected in the City 
This Week—Two Hundred the 
First Day. 


Reduced rates to buyers coming to New 
York became operative on Saturday in the 
territory of the Central Passenger Asso- 
ciation, and will continue in operation until 
to-morrow, inclusive.

The second series of excursions in the 
Central Passenger Association territory will 
take place from Aug. 20 to 24, inclusive, 
and in the Trunk Line Association territory 
from Aug. 20 to 24 and from Sept. 8 to 7. 
These tickets will be good for only fifteen 
days, 


LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


Trade Meaning of Dolls is Defined— 
Other Decisions. 


In a decision written by Gen. T. 8S. Shar- 
retts the Board of United States General 
Appraisers yesterday laid down the law as 
to what are dolls and what are not. George 
Borgfeldt & Co. of New York protested 
against the action of the Collector in 
classifying certain rubber figures of chil- 
dren, soldiers, anfmals, &c., as dolls, at 35 
per cent.

WERE WED IN APRIL 


She and Man Found Shot in Park 
Were in Hurry. 


RAHWAY PARSON JOINED THEM 


Then Dana Tore Up Photograph of An- 
other Girl—Predicted Trouble—Fa- 
ther Visitor at Hospital. 


Samuel L. Dana, the young teller of the 
New Amsterdam National Bank, who was 
found shot in the right breast in Central 
Park on Friday morning, and Beatrice W. 
Dignon, the young widow to whom he sent 
a message after being shot, and who dis- 
appeared from the Martha Washington 
Hotel the day after the shooting, were 
married in Rahway, N. J., on April 20 last 
by the Rev. William Torrence Stuchell of 
the Second Presbyterian Church. .The wo- 
man gave her address as the hotel in which 
she was stopping at the time and Dana 
gave his address as New York. The woman 
said she was a widow. The ceremony 
was performed in the rectory adjoining the 
church. 

The Rev. Mr. Stuchell is on a vacation 
in the Adirondacks. He did not file the 
certificate of marriage until the end of the 
full thirty days allowed by law. Mr. 
Stuchell told some of the details to County 
Clerk Angleman when the record was filed. 
The couple called a’ his house, he said, on 
the evening of Apri] 20 while he was at- 
tending.a social in the church, and he was 
told that his presence at his house was 
urgently requested. The couple appeared 
to be in a great hurry, and the clergyman 
remarked that the woman looked very 
young to be a widow. 

Mr. Stuchell told Mr. Angleman that the 
bridegroom gave him one of the largest 
bank bills that he had ever received for 
performing -a private marriage _ service. 
County Clerk Angleman forwarded last 
night a certified copy of the record to the 
New York Board of Health. This is sup- 
posed to be for the use of the police when 
the matter comes into the courts, 

In spite of the fact of the relationship 
the woman did not call on her husband at 
the hospital at any time after he was 
wounded, as far as is Known. He reccived 
no visitors except Coroner Jackson, it was 
said, until yesterday afternoon, when his 
father, D. G. Dana of Fairfield, Iowa, called 
at the Presbyterian Hospital, where he saw 
his son for a few minutes. Mr. Dana re- 
fused to be interviewed, and would not tell 
where he was stopping or how long he in- 
tended to remain here. 

Coroner Jackson yesterday said he had 
notified Capt. Cottrell of the West Thir- 
tieth Street Station that he wanted Mrs. 
Beatrice W. Dignon found and brought to 
his office. On what theory this order was 
given Coroner Jackson would not state. 
Until the man dies, if he does die, it does 
not become a Coroner’s case. Coroner Jack- 
Son on Sunday afternoon, immediately aft- 
er he saw Dana, told half a dozen report- 
ers that Dana was ready to swear that he 
had shot himself, that he was single, and 
had never been married. Yesterday Jack- 
son said that Dana had admitted to him 
that Mrs. Dignon was his wife. He would 
not reconcile the two statements, but his 
attention was called to the fact that he 
had made that statement after it had been 
published in one of the afternoon newspa- 
pers. Mrs. Dignon left the hotel Saturday 
and the police say they do not know where 
she went. 

Dana lived in the West Fifty-seventh 
Street branch of the Young Men's Christian 
Association from Dec. 1 to some time in 
June. Mrs. Dignon called on him frequently 
there, especially on Sunday nights. A 


young man who roomed with him at that 
time said that in February and March 
Dana was much disturbed over some love 
affairs. He said he had to choose between 
a woman in New York and another young 
girl, whose photograph he carried. One 
day in April he went into the room sud- 
denly, took the photograph from his pocket, 
and tore it up, saying: 

“Well, I've decided, and it is all over 
with that one.” 

It was also noticed that about this time 
Mrs. Dignon quit wearing sombre attire. 
Dana thereaft2r frequently hinted to his 
roommate that he had taken an important 
step, and said: 

“I guess women will get me into trouble 
yet.” 

There was much speculation yesterday 
as to how Dana could have shot himself in 
the right breast. In support of the at- 
tempted suicide theory, the police say they 
have found in Dana's rooms a box of cart- 
ridges from which five were missing. 


CROKER’S HOLDINGS SOLD. 


Former Tammany Leader Now Has Lit- 
tle. Real Estate Here. 


The plot of nine lots at the northwest 
corner of Seventh Avenue and One Hundred 
and Forty-eighth Street, in the ownership 
of which Richard Croker was interested, 
have been sold to Isaac Mayer, a builder. 
Title to the property has been held by 
Catherine Frazier, who is said to be a rela- 
tive of Mr. Croker. It was transferred to 
her in 1887 for $36,500. The present price 
is about double that figure, although, with 
the payment of taxes and loss of interest, 
the operation probably shows a considerable 
loss. 

Mr. Croker is gradually closing out his 
real estate investments in this city. His 
largest single holding at present is prob- 
ably the ol4 ware mansion and grounds on 
St. Nicholas lace, running through to 
Edgecombe Avenue, between One Hundred 
and Fitty-second and One Hundred and 
Fifty-third Streets. He bought this eleven 
years ago. 

He formerly owned a large plot on One 
Hundred and Twenty-fourth and One Hun- 
dred and Twenty-fifth Streets, between 
Fifth and Lenox Avenues, at the northerly 
end of Mount Morris Park West.

§ BRIDGE SUICIDE. 


Brooklyn Man Leaps from Williameburg 
Structure to Pile of Rocks. 


Joseph L, Rice, who lived with his wife 
and. five sons, ranging in age from six to 
eighteen years, at 403 Putnam Avenue, 
Brooklyn, committed suicide yesterday aft- 
ernoon at 1:15 o’clock, in view of hundreds 
of persons, by jumping from the new Will- 
famsburg Bridge on the Brooklyn side, be- 
tween the tower and archorage. Rice 
struck on a pile of rocks. Members of his 
family attributed his act to temporary in- 
sanity. 

For nine years Rice held a good position 
with the Eastern branch of the Fowler 
Brothers’ pork packing works in Kansas 
City. The branch was in the Produce Ex- 
change Building. When it was discontin- 
ued Rice lost his place. He obtained a po- 
sition as bookkeeper with the Drug Trade 
Club, at 100 William Street, Manhattan. 
but the wage was small and he became dis- 
heartened. 

He was at home until noon yesterday, 
when he told his wif? he was going out to 
meet a strange man. Rice's wife wanted 
to go along, but he persuaded her to re- 
main at home. It is thought that after 
Rice left his home he went directly to the 
Williamsburg Bridge. The man’s fall was 
150 feet. 

Mrs. Rice fainted when she heard of her 
husband's tragic death. 


HARLEM TENEMENT FIRE PANIC. 


Woman Lowered by Rope to Near-by 
Roof While in a Faint. 


A small fire in the basement of the 
tenement house at 188 East One Hundred 
and Ninth Street yesterday caused a small 
panic among the tenants of the house, and 
before the flames were extinguished more 
than ten of the tenants escaped from the 
building by being lowered to the next roof 
by means of a rope. 

In the basement of the building is a 
small grocery store owned by Harry Kap- 
lan. He lived in the rear of the’ store with 
his wife and two children. The younger 
child, Rosie, two years old, accidentally 
spilled a box of matches on the floor, and 
the mother, endeavoring to pick them up, 


stepped on them and set them afire. The 
flames spread rapidly through the store and 
smoke went up through the building. 

Mrs. John Corr, who lived on the top 
floor, fainted while on the roof’ and was 
lowered by a rope while in the fainting con- 
dition. The flames were confined to the 
grocery store, the damage being about 
$1,000. 


BAIL FOR ALLEGED MURDERER. 


Fixed Because He Did Not Have a 
Speedy Trial. 


Lawyer Abraham T.evy yesterday suc- 
ceeded in having bail fixed in the case of 
a man charged with murder in the first 
degree. The man, Henry Berge, Jr., has 
been locked up in the Tombs since April 
last, when he shot Frank C. Kaiser, a resi- 
dent of the Bronx. Kaiser died in the 
Lincoln Hospital a week after oeing shot. 
A Coroner's jury refused to hold Berge on 
the ground that the shooting was Jone in 
self-defense. The District Attorney. how- 
ever, brought the case to the attentisn of 
the Grand Jury, and Berge was tn‘i‘zted 


for murder in the first degree. Berge was 
the» committed to the Tombs to awnit triai 
in the General Sessions.

He said that two terms 
of the Criminal Court had gone by without 
Berge being called up for trial. Couase- 
quently, he argued, Berge was restriined 
of his liberty illegally, as he had teer de- 
prived of the right of a speedy trial. 
Coursel asked that the court fix bail tz 
the matter so that Berge might be relevised 
pending the disposition of the :ndictment 
against him. 

Yesterday Justice Scott fixed bail in the 
sum of $10,000.

Stranger with a Knife. 


A young man rushed through the corri- 
dors of the Borough Hall in Queens yester- 
day morning waving an open knife and 
shouting at the top of his voice.

BAIL IN SLOCUM CASE 


Captain, Commodore, and Inspec- 
tors Must Furnish Bonds. 


GRAND REPUBLIC OFF ROUTE 


Federal Commissioners After a Sail to 
Coney Island Ordered a 
Reingpection. 


None of those indicted by the Federal 
Grand Jury for manslaughter in connection 
with the Slocum disaster pleaded guilty 
when they appeared yesterday before Judge 
Thomas, in the United States Cireuit Court. 
Judge Thomas placed the seven men under 
bail. President Frank A. Barnaby, the 
President of the Knickerbocker Steamboat 
Company, was required to give bonds in 
the sum of $20,000. The other officers and 
employes, together with the Government 
Inspectors, had their bail fixed at $5,000 
each. Those indicted obtained leave to 
withdraw their pleas, that they might en- 
ter demurrers on Aug. 17. Judge Thomas 
paroled the defendants in the custody of 
counsel untit Wednesday next, when the 
bail bonds must be filed. 

Henry Lundberg, probationary Inspector, 
and John J. Fleming, Inspector of Hulls, 
who passed the Slocum, are indicted for 
fraud, misconduct, and violation of the in- 
spection law. Capt. Van Schaick is in- 
dicted for neglect, misconduct, and inat- 
tention to his duty as master. President 
Barnaby, Secretary James K. Atkinson. 
Treasurer Frank B.. Dexter, and John A. 
Pease, Commodore of the Knickerbocker 
Company, are charged with aiding and 
abetting in disregarding the safety of the 
lives -intrusted to their care, through the 
use of useless life preservers and other life- 
saving apparatus, 

Lundberg, who was arraigned first, stated 
through his counsel, A. F. Gilbert, that 
since the Slocum disaster he had been 
dropped from the United States Service 
and that he was without means. His bail 
was fixed at $5,000, which was furnished by 
James McAlister of 114 Tenth Street, 
Brooklyn. James K. Atkinson was absent 
on account of illness. Mr. Dexter also was 
absent, by consent of United States Dis- 
trict Attorney Burnett. Their bail was 
fixed at $5,000 each. Ex-Judge Ditten- 
hoefer, representing Mr. Barnaby, entered 
a plea of not guilty for his client. Wudge 
Thomas asked if the defendant could give 
$20.000 bail. Ex-Judge Dittenhoefer said 
that the bail was extreme, and cited the 
$2,000 bail for the Directors in the Newark 
trolley accident case. ~ 

He argued that the bail in the case of the 
engineer in the Park Avenue tunnel acci- 
dent was only $5,000, but Judge Thomas de- 
creed that the bail for the President of 
the Knickerbocker Steamboat Company 
must be $20,000. Mr. Barnaby said that he 
could not immediately furnish that amount 
of bail with real estate surety, and he was 
paroled in the custody of his counsel until 
Wednesday. 

Capt. Van Schaick limped up to the bar 
to plead not guilty. His counsel, Terence 
McManus, said that his client was already 
under $5,000 bail on the bond fixed by the 
Coroner and that he wes a poor man. Gen. 
Burnett said that he would be satisfied if 
the bail were fixed at $5,000. 

Several members of the Federal commis- 
sion made a trip to Coney Island yester- 
day on the Grand Republic, the Slocum’s 
sister ship, to see the Inspector aboard at 
work. Because of the crowds carried, by 
the vessel und the fact that her engihes 
could not be inspected properiy the In- 


spectors were considerably hampered. As 
soon as the boat returned to the city with 
the Commissioners Mr. Rodie, the head of 
the local bureau of the United States 
Steamboat Inspection Service, ordered the 
vessel tied up to her piér until she could 
be reinspected. The lessees of the Grand 
Republic have been notified to discontinue 
the navigation of the vessel until the rein- 
spection is completed. 
Senator William H. Reynolds, President 
of Dreamland, said last night that the at- 
tempt to hold up the Grand Republic was 
merely a ‘ grand stand play upon the part 
of the Government officials for campaign 
purposes.’”’ He declared that the effort of 
the inspectors to prevent the Grand Repub- 
lic running on her regular trips would meet 
with failure, and that the boat would un- 
questionably proceed as usual, regardless 
of the efforts to tie her ~~ “We certainl 
will operate the boat,’ he added, “ wit 
the reduced number of life preservers and 
with an equal carrying capacity until we 
are able to supply the alleged deficiency..’’ 


BRIBERY AT THE NAVY YARD. 


Secret Service Men Reported to Have 
Unearthed System. 


It was reported yesterday afternoon that 
Secret Service men had unearthed a sys- 
tem of bribery among the petty officers of 
the United States Navy in the navy yard 
in Brooklyn, and that, coincident with the 
absence of several of the petty officers 
who had been ordered to Washington, a 
board of investigation convened on the or- 
der of Assistant Secretary of the Navy 
Darling had appeared to conduct a secret 
inquiry. It is said that it has been a prac- 
tice of long standing among the petty offi- 
cers to sell ratings to seamen. 

It is now commonly reported among the 


bluejackets that some of their number, by 
the payment of money, have "been listed 
under higher ratings than those to which 
they are,entitled. It is also charged that 
some of the petty officers have wrongfully 
received allowances of money for rations 
and the equipment of the men.

All of the officials at the yard maintained 
absolute silence when questioned yesterda 
afternoon. The sailors, however, talked, 
but guardedly. They refused to give the 
names of the men accused of receiving 
bribes, but declared that some of the petty 
officers were able to retire from the serv- 
fee with small fortunes because of the sys- 
tem of bribery existing at the yard for 
years. 

Rear Admiral Rodgers, the Commandant 
of the yore. declared that there was no 
board of investigation making inquiry into 
the affairs aboard the Hancock, where, it 
is said, most of the corruption exists. Asked 
whether any of the petty officers were ac- 
cused of accepting bribes, he declared that 
he had nothing further to say. 


TO APPEAL PICKET DECISION. 


Effort to Dissolve Justice Gaynor’s In- 
Junction Against Police. 


Police Commissioner McAdoo, through 
the Corporation Counsel, has failed a notice 
of appeal in the Office of the Clerk of Kings 
County from the injunction recently granted 
by Supreme Court Justice Gaynor restrain- 
ing Police Captain Burns from interfering 
with the restaurant owned by Peter Hale 
at Washington and Fulton Streets, in this 
weseuam. The case attracted a great deal of 
attention because of Justice Gaynor’s con- 
demnation of the methods of the police of 
New York City. 

The restaurant proprietor had alleged in 
his affidavit that one or more policemen 
had been stationed at the doors of and in- 
side his restaurant night and day for sev- 
eral weeks, and that as a consequence his 
business had fallen off considerably. The 
policemen declared that the place was a 
gambling resort. 


Call Swiss Immigrant Embezzler. 


Immigration Bureau officers yesterday 
arrested Albert Tobler, a recent arrival in 
this country, who is wanted in Zurich, 
Switzerland, where he was a clerk, to an- 


swer to the charge of having embezzled 
$2,000 of the city’s funds. He was arrested 
at 22 East Fourth Street. and was taken 
to Ellis Island to await deportation. 


Charged with Hypnotizing Jewels from 
Servant Girl. — 


“Give me your jewels for over night, and 
I will cast your horoscope with their aid in 
my dreams, and to-morrow I will tell you a 
happy fortune.” 4 

Julia Herbener, a servant living at 50 West 
Ninety-eighth Street, testified yesterday 
before Judge Foster, in General Sessions, 
that she was beguiled in these words von 
June 30 by Elizabeth Noll, a “ clairvoyant,” 
living at the same address, to part with 
her diamond ring and other articles of per- 
sonal adornment. When the girl went the 
next day to recover her valuables she could 
not tind the Noll woman. The police found 
that the fortune teller had pawned the 
jewels; and she was arrested. 

“Why did you let Mrs. Noll have the 


jewels?”’ asked the counsel for the de- 
fense. , 

‘‘She just looked at me so that I had -o 
hand them over to her,” said the girl. 

Assistant District Attorney Clarke, for 
the prosecution, submitted a letter in evi- 
dence which had been written to Mrs. Noll 
by her husband, in which he said it was no 
use for her to struggle against conviction, 
as the evidence against her was too strong, 
and stating that she had been involved in 
the burning of a house in Baltimore during 
the big fire. 

The jury found a verdict of petit larceny 
against the woman. Judge Foster remand- 
ed the prisoner for sentence. 


SUICIDE IN CROTONA PARK. 


Gustave Jacobi Found Hanging in a 
Tree Twenty Feet from the Ground. 


A body that was later identified as that 
of Gustave Jacobi, fifty-six years old, of 
661 East One Hundred and Fifty-ninth 
Street, was found hanging from the limb of 
a tree, about twenty feet from the ground, 
in~Crotona Park yesterday afternoon. From 
a letter in the man’s pocket addressed to 
his brother-in-law, Henry T. Hanson of 
3,787 Third Avenue, it is supposed to be a 
case of suicide by the police. 

Some one passing along the drive on the 
east side of the park noticed the body and 
notified Mounted Policeman Potter of the 


Tremont Station, who cut down the body. 
An ambulance was summoned from the 
Fordham Hospital, and the surgeon said 
the man had been ddéad for about twelve 
hours. 

The body was removed to the station 
house in the patrol wagon. In a pocket 
of the coat was found a letter itten in 
German, addressed to Hanson. he police 
sent word to his address, and Jacobi’s son 
Jacob went to the station house and identi- 
fied the body. He read the letter and told 
the police, they say, that his father said 
in the letter he was tired of life, as he 
had been unable to obtain work. 


BANKER’S BAIL FORFEITED. 


Hungarian Fails to Appear in Court on 
Larceny Charge. 


Charged with having duped his fellow- 
countrymen out of over $25,000, Sigmund 
Kaiser, a Hungarian “ banker,” has dis- 
appeared and his bail of $500 on a grand 
larceny charge, which he did not face, was 
declared forfeited yesterday by Magistrate 
Breen in the ‘Tombs Court. Kaiser opened 
his bank at 177 Greenwich Street last Oc- 
tober and sent out circulars to Hungarians 
in the mines in Pennsylvania and else- 
where offering to send money for them to 
their friends and relatives in the Old World 


and promising them premiums of gold 
watches and libraries if they would intrust 
their money to him for such a purpose. 
Consul General 'T. de Dassewffy of Austria 
called the attenticn of District Attorney 
Jerome to the fact that Kaiser retained for 
his own uses all the money that he pre- 
tended to transfer. 

Kaiser, however, was arrested early in 
July on the complaint of Bertalan Gorgeny, 
a young Hungarian journalist, who came 
to this country a few. months ago, and 
from whom, it was alleged, Kaiser obtained 
$440 om a promise to start a newspaper. 


BOOM IN WATER RECEIPTS. 


Record-Breaking Payments Made 
Last Seven Months. 


Water Commissioner Oakley received 
yesterday from Water Register Savage a 
report of the receipts of the Manhattan 
Water Register’s office for the seven 
months ending with July. The receipts 
break all records for the bureau. From 
Jan. 1 to July 31 the receipts this year 
were $3,551,579.35 as against - $3,390,477.11, 
for the same period of 1903. This shows a 
gain of $161,102.22 for the year over last, 
which of itself was a record-breaking year. 

The month of July also was a record 


breuker in the way of receipts $1.187,310.05 
having been taken in during July .of 1903, 
while in this July the figures reached 
$1,431,202.99, an increase of $243,262.04. On 
Juiy 29 alone the receipts were $168,043.23. 
The reason for the big increase in receipts 
for water rents this year lies in the fact 
that the providing of premises with meters 
has been largely increased during the last 


seven months.

Contractor, Workman, and Dynamite 
Carters Are Arrested. 


The residence of Mrs. Margaret S. Mc- 
Laughlin, at 9 Beekman Avenue, the 
Bronx, was partly wrecked yesterday morn- 
ing by a blast which was fired in a vacant 


lot next door. 

Alfred Merrich of 4,069 Third Avenue, 
a contractor, and Joseph Kingliece of 333 
East One Hundred and Twelfth Street, who 
set off the blast, were arrested. The police 
of the Alexander Avenue Station also ar- 
rested three men charged with carting 
dynamite through the streets without a 
license. The five men were later arraigned 
in the Harlem Police Court before Magis- 
trate Baker, who held the contractor and 
the man who fired the blast in $1,000 bail 
each for examination on Wednesday. The 
three men ror with carting dynamite 
were held in $500 bail each for examination 
to-morrow. 


Damaged Nova Scotian Ship Sighted. 

The Southern Pacific steamship Proteus, 
in yesterday. from New Orleans, reported 
that while she was passing through the 
Florida Straits she passed the Nova Sco- 
tian ship Kings County, bound from Pensa- 


cola to Rio Janeiro, partly dismasted and 
with most of her sails in ribbons, Al- 
though her rigging was badly damaged, her 
hull was in good condition and she required 
no assistance, .

TURN OVER SUBWAY 


Contractor Now Sets Sept. 1 as 
Time for Operation. 


TRAINING CAR IN USE SOON 


Aldermen Go Ahead with Celebration 
Plans—Strikes the Cause of 
Delay. 


Contrary to the promise made to the 
Rapid Transit Commission at a recent 
meeting the rapid transit subway was not 
turned over to the operating company yes- 
terday by John B. McDonald. The con- 
tractor declined to make public any reason 
for his failure to keep his Aug. 1 pledge. 

Mr. McDonald, afier a conference with 
the labor leaders yesterday, said that the | 
construction of the subway was practically 
completed and that the tunnel would be 
ready for operation on Sept. 1. He added 
that there would be no formal turning over 
of the subway to the operating company. 
The strike declared last week was still on 
yesterday. 

General Manager E. P. Bryan of the In- 
terborough said that he could give no in- 
formation as to the reasons for the delay, 
while at the office of August Belmont it 
was learned that the only thing to be ex- 
pected in the way of experimental trains 
this month would be a training car for the 
preparation of train crews for their work. | 
This training car, it was said, would be 
completed about Thursday and would be 
run over a section of the road with power 


to be furnished by the power house of the 
Interborough system at Fifty-ninth Street. 
Four of the big generators in the power 
house are ready for work and more will 
be ready by Sept. 1. The four now ready, 
however, will be sufficient to run_the en- 
tire subway system as far as One Hundred 
and Forty-fifth Street, which is as far 
north as the subway will be operated until 
about Jan, 1. 

When the strike of the subway workers 
came to such an early conclusion it was 
thought there would no hitch in the 
turning over of the subway to the operat- 
ing company on schedule time, but it is 
now held that the strike delayed the com- 
pletion of certain details. Much of the 
Prasent trouble is caused by scaffolds 
erected for painters and roof-workers. As 
the carpenters were among those to go on 
strike last week it was impossible to have 
these scaffolds removed, and they are a 
hindrance to the operating company, al- 
though the roadbed and tracks are all 
ready all along the line. 

In ‘spite of the delays over the subway 
opening Aldermen Richter and Doull of the 
Aldermanic committee appointed to pre- 
pare for a celebration to commemorate the 
opening, went ahead yesterday with their 
plans. It has been decided definitely that 
although the main celebration will be held 
at the City Hall station, there will be other 
celebrations at the various express stations 
along the line when the first train runs 
through the subway. These stations are at 
Brooklyn Bridge and Fourteenth, Forty- ° 
second, Seventy-second, and Ninety-sixth 
Streets. At each of these stations bands 
will be placed and tickets of admission will 
be issued only to persons living in the gen- 
eral vicinity. The Aldermen said they had 
Gecided to get up an elaborate medal to 


commemorate the event. i 
LITTLE GIRL SAVES LIVES. 


Carries Two Younger Children from 
Smoke-Filled Flat. 


Rose Goldberg, twelve years old, saved 
her baby sister, Sarah, nine months old, 
and another sister Ray, eleven years old, 
from suffocation in a fire which wrecked | 
the apartments of the family yesterday 
morning on the third floor of 139 Hester 


Street. 

Goldberg, his wife and two other children 
were in Seward Park at the time of the 
fire. The baby and the younger sister were 
asleep in the rear bedroom, and Rose was 
preparing breakfast when the fire started 
in the front room. The rooms quicklYPfilled 
with the smoke, but the little girl ran into 
the bedroom, roused the younger sister, and 
ran with her to the stairway, then grabbed 
up the baby and carried it safely to the 
street.
